Governor, 

Joan and I looked through the backup regarding the projects listed in Mayor Begk;h*s comments. After reading 
his comments, the inconsistency that comes to mind is Begich's ability to accurately read a spreadsheet. 

He claims that Chugiak Benefit Society was funded even though it was nothing they asked for. In fact, we vetoed 
the benefits sodety money. 

He claims that Chugiak Volunteer fire rescue was funded but Station 1 1 in Eagle River was not (and Eagle River 
senses more people). Chugiak requested $75,000 to replace equipment including changing their 3 inch hoses to 
5 Inch. This is a life safety issue. Eagle River requested money to improve their fitness and dorm rooms (not life 
safety and not as high of a priority). 

He claims we funded the Chugiak historical society but not the Port of Anchorage. Again, he has his facts wrong. 
The historical society was appropriated $5,000 for restoration of material (not even close to the $10 million 
requested by the Port in which other avenues of financing could have been obtained). We vetoed all the money 
because it was not a priority of the state. 

He compares Chugiak High's turf to Dimond*s. They are different Dimond was not a priority of the school 
district. We have a process by which communities can request funds for major projects (maintenance and 
construction). That is to put the project to the voters and seek school debt reimbursen\ent from the State (usually 
70% State and 30% local). Juneau voters just approved a project through this process. Chugiak's request was 
very similar, it was forwarded through the Municipality (why would the Mayor complain), received local support not 
only through a local vote but through a local mill levy to help support the project.

Budget Decisions Reflect Leadership Long Anticipated 



On Friday, June 29th, a friend of mine received some disheartening news - our new 
Governor vetoed 10,000 dollars in discretionary state funding to the nonprofit 
organization he heads up. This money was important to reducing costs of services to kids 
and their parents, reducing barriers of entry and promoting the ability for high risk 
children to participate in the program's activities. In the most genuine voice I can 
muster, I cry out to Sarah, "Way to go girl!" 



It is time that the leadership of this state follows through with campaign promises and 
exercises common sense and prudence in the management of this state. Our legislative body 
passed a combined operating and capital budget of $2.2 billion, which was about $272 
million higher than the Goveimor requested. In response, she line-vetoed $230 million 
from the budget proposed by the legislature. Most of the items she vetoed out of the 
budget were special projects, like my friend's. She stated in her submission of the final 
budget that she removed such projects for a variety of reasons, to include the fact that 
state funding of such programs is not a state responsibility. 



Yes, people will be affected and, yes, good projects were cut. But, this is probably 
the first step towards a long overdue weaning off of government subsidiary. It will not 
make Sarah necessarily popular, but following the decades of frivolous spending on 
questionable initiatives while essential services like public safety and education were 
always targeted for budget reductions, Sarah's bold movement here is refreshing. 



The approved budget did reach over $1.8 billion, which for its 655,000 residents, 
represents allocated state spending of $2750 per resident. Compare that to Texas, where 
the approved 2008 budget allocates only $475 in spending for each of its residents, and 
you understand the sizable amount of state funding that goes to support the public. 



Undoubtedly there are other considerations that make comparing Alaska and Texas state 
budgets the same as comparing the proverbial apples and oranges. We know that cities do 
more of their own revenue generation and public spending than the cities here in Alaska. 
In our state, over 60% of all state and local spending that is conducted happens at the 
state level, compared with 40% for the United states, overall. In other words, the state 
budget has been filled with pork and some trimming of the fat was in order. 



The process is far from complete and the state can only hope that our courageous 
Governor will continue down the road of exercising fiscal responsibility. She promised 
such in her transmittal letter to the Senate President, citing her intent to not allow 
special education projects through in the future, given that such expense items should go 
through normal school board or assembly budget processes to ensure the even distribution 
of the large amount of funds earmarked for education. 
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However, the road to achieving a smaller budget should be traveled carefully and 
indiscriminate cutting must be avoided. Government money is generated for the specific 
intent of being spent for the good of all people. Sarah will come under intense scrutiny 
if her funding decisions do not show a consistent budgeting policy or if she fails to 
represent the desires of her general constituents, the people of this great state. On 
June 29th, she demonstrated her capability to lead and make the right decisions, 
regardless of short-term reverberations that she caused across many organizations. Taking 
this the right step further, continuing to fulfill commitments, will help Alaskans fully 
embrace her methods and find faith in her execution of her duties. Good luck. Governor, I 
wish you the best.

Dear Mr. Stacey: 

Thank you for yoior email regarding Mr. Stopha's Compass Piece in the June 14^ 
Anchorage Daily News, I appreciate you taking the time to write to me with your 
concerns- As you know, I do not support saddling any industry or individual with 
unnecessary government regulation. I will do my best to balance the state's need to 
protect hximan health and promote fish quality with the practical needs of fishermen 
and fish processors. Ill explain. 

DEC has the statutory obligation to ensure that seafood processed in Alaska is safe 
for consumers to eat. With the recent reporting of contamination in seafood from 
other parts of world, it is all the more important we maintain the good reputation of 
Alaska seafood. There is a significant risk that Alaska salmon that is not properly 
processed will lead to health problems. A single episode like this could not only harm 
the consumer who eats tainted fish, but also substantially affect the reputation of the 
Alaska seafood industry. 

DEC food safety and sanitation regulations allow limited processing of salmon (gilling 
and gutting) on board fishing vessels. Although this practice creates some risks, 
including less opportunity for oversight, it is allowed to accommodate fishermen who 
are too far from processing plants to transfer their fish before they begin to 
decompose. 

I informed Mr. Stopha in several letters sent to him before publication of his Compass 
Piece that DEC will be inviting input from the public this fall on whether the onboard 
processing regulation Mr. Stopha is concerned about should be revised. We chose to 
hold public meetings in the fall because we anticipate this will allow more 
stakeholders to participate. My staff and I have also informed Mr. Stopha that we are 
ready to work with him if he wishes to apply for a small vessel processor permit 
under DEC's current regulations - which does not need to cost as much as he states 
in his Compass Piece. 

I know our fishing industry supports efforts to protect the reputation of Alaska 
seafood, I look forward to working with all stakeholders this fall and reaching a 
consensus on how we can both protect seafood quality and accommodate practical 
needs of our fishermen and processors.

The Militia Solution: Is This the Answer to Our Problems?

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Personal liberty is the finest and most valuable accomplishment of civilization, and 
it is the white race which has been far and away most responsible for the flowering of 
civilization and the consequent development of the greatest degree of human liberty which 
the world has ever experienced. 



I have long said that what distinguishes civilization from barbarism is that civilized 
people settle their differences without resort to physical force; but X say equally that 
civilization ultimately rests on force, because there must be force to oppose those who 
would return men to barbarism and extinguish the liberty which civilization has enabled. 



Threats To Our Liberty 



Within only the last few years many grievous threats to liberty and to the 
civilization that has nurtured it have arisen, and not merely arisen, but have arisen from 
the government itself, and from the nebulous power behind it -- often referred to as the 
New World Order -- which seems hell-bent on destroying America, Western civilization, and 
the white race in order to reduce the world to absolute despotism under the thumb of the 
New World Orderlies. This has led an increasing number of people to feel that our liberty 
can only be regained if we are willing to oppose the government by force, and I believe 
that we are now very close to that point. More specifically, it seems as if each day 
brings word of new abuses to our liberties by the ruling elite, and that unless we begin 
to seriously think about opposing these acts with violence or threats of violence, it will 
not be long until we have not only no liberty, but also a constantly diminishing chance of 
regaining that li! 

berty as our fetters grow more secure with every passing day. 



So what, then, am I advocating we do? To answer, let me begin by saying that what I am 
NOT advocating is that we get our guns and march on Washington -- not yet, at any rate. 
But for all that, I do believe that I have hit on a solution that will be useful in both 
the short and long term. The inspiration for my proposed solution comes from many persons 
ajid places, but among the most important are the following:

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* Thomas Jefferson, who remarked that «the Tree of Liberty must be refreshed from time 
to time by the blood of patriots and tyrants. This is its natural manure." 



* Lord Acton, who observed that power corrupts, and absolute power corrupts 
absolutely. 



* J Edgar Hoover, who observed that freedom must be rewon for each generation. 



* Louis Beam, who developed the concept of 'leaderless resistance'. 



* JB Campbell, who developed the militia movement (or so he says) 



* The religion of Islam, which makes believers into fearless warriors by its promise 
of paradise and 7 virgins if they are killed in battle. 



* Guerrilla warfare -- the poor man's warfare, but now often called 'terrorism* --

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which fights big wars with small battles, and, even if unable to cement victory, at least 
keeps opponents from enjoying their * peace' . 



* Hal Turner, whose recent call for violence against government traitors stopped the 
amnesty bill in its tracks. 



* Alan Dershowitz, whose popularization of * chutzpah* in his book by that name 
strongly suggests that this common Jewish behavior is an important secret of Jewish 
success.

Now before I put forth the solution that I believe offers us the most promising way 
out of the threat which is posed by our traitorous politicians and the NWO, let me make a 
few preliminary remarks. First, let me say that my main inspiration comes from Hal 
Turner's recent victory in scaring the traitors in the US Senate shitless, but Hal's 
efforts cannot be relied on as any kind of permanent process. Americans can't afford to 
just sit by their computers and wait for the next slimy piece of legislation to come up, 
because such legislation comes up all the time, and the kind of act that stopped amnesty 
is going to get old very quickly unless some government officials get shot, and frankly, : 
have my doubts as to how soon that is going to happen. 



Hal Plants A Seed On Amnesty Opposition 



To make things clearer, let me analyze what Hal was doing, and why the Senators were 
scared. What Hal was doing was to stir people up in hopes that, if amnesty passed, there 
would be some 'crazy' who would be inspired to come out of the woodwork and take a potshot

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or two at a Senator. That reasoning is perfectly sensible provided that a sufficient 
number of people have been stirred up, because people's reactions to something like this 
form a 'bell curve' or 'normal distribution' -- as do many things in the natural world -- 
and every bell curve contains an extreme or 'tail* to its distribution which represents 
the extremists. Thus all that is needed to sic a 'crazy' on the traitorous Senators is a 
'tail' that is sufficiently well-populated to insure that at least one of its members will 
say, as Howard Beale did in 'Network', "I'm mad as hell and I'm not going to take it any 
more." Needless to say, neither Hal nor the Senators knew whether Hal*s rhetoric could 
dredge up a 1 

crazy, but the Senators didn't want to take a chance, so they folded. By the next time, 
however, the Senators will probably have voted themselves bodyguards and all kinds of 
other protection, so even if Hal (or somebody) could stir up the crazies every time, it 
might not be of much help. 



Power Elites Versus The Patriots 



Now there is another important thing to explain before I present my solution. In 
particular, some may think of the present war -- the war to reclaim our nation, our 
Constitution and our freedom --as one between the government and 'the people', but this 
is inaccurate, because most people don't really give a damn as long as they have their 
beer and potato chips and TV, Instead, this war is a war between elites --on the one 
hand, the power elite (as C Wright Mills called it) in Washington and its New World 
Orderly controllers, and on the other, the patriotic elite, ie, that small number of 
people who value freedom because they have dreams and ambitions -- people who march to a 
different drummer and want to do more with their lives than sit in front of an idiot box. 
This is why we Paul Reveres have such trouble in raising alarums among our countrymen: 
Beer, potato chips and TV attract people a lot more easily than such abstractions as 
'freedom' and 'our children's future' . 



But there is something else that separates the patriotic elite from 'the people' -- 
something which may Tnake a critical difference in whether we can ever win this war -- and 
that something is what may roughly be called religion, or spirituality. More particularly, 
those who do not see their lives as part of something larger that is an integral part of 
both past and future are not much inclined to value anything beyond creature comforts. For 
them, freedom from want and responsibility is of far more value that freedom of speech, 
economic freedom, freedom from government intrusion, or any of the other freedoms that our 
forefathers valued so highly. For those of us who consider ourselves spiritual, however, 
the thought of disgracing ourselves in front of what William Ernest Henley called 
'whatever gods may be' -- to shame ourselves in the eyes of the spirits of past and future 
generations -- is not a consummation devoutely to be wished. Freedom, then, bears an 
intimate relat! 

ion to religion, and it may well be that the reason we have lost so much of our freedom is 
that we have lost our religion, or at least have lost the Old Time Religion because of its 
inadequacies, but have not yet discovered the scientifically real religion that lurks in 
the shadows of human consciousness, and of which I have written at length (see postings in 
the Science & Religion section of my webpage) . 
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But the problem in the loss of religion is a larger problem than we may at first 
appreciate: Not only have we lost our future vision by losing our religion, but the 
politicians and others who hold power over us have lost it also, and thus have lost the 
shame that would have made them resign from office had they been caught engaging in the 
abuses which are now so commonplace for those of their ilk. A century ago a politician's 
oath of office and the pledge to uphold the Constitution was a bond with God, but now it 
is just a joke. And in the vords of Robert Frost, that has made all the difference. 



The Solution 



So what, then, is the solution I propose to the tyranny that is raining down on us 
from Washington and the New World Order? Briefly, it is to reconstitute the militias, but 
with each member taking an oath to uphold and defend the Constitution against all enemies, 
and especially traitors, peacefully if possible, but with violence if necessary. This is 
what I shall -- for lack of better terminology -- call the Militia Solution. The basic 
idea is that patriots -- people who are willing to put their lives on the line for 
America, and who are not willing to tolerate the encroachment of the NWO -- should 
organize local groups openly and train themselves in warfare and guerrilla warfare skills. 
By doing this — perfectly legal in most (but not all J) states --and thru personal 
interactions, the members will be ahle to get to know their fellow members, and will get a 
sense of who can and cannot be trusted. Then, if some event comes down the pike that some 
of the members feel req! 

uires a violent reaction, at that point any subgroup whose members feel they can trust one 
another can take it upon themselves to do what they feel is required. 



The militia itself need be thought of as nothing more than a training ground for 
potential lone wolves or small groups who follow Louis Beam's ' leaderless resistance' 
model, and the fact that some members may decide to use their skills to uphold the 
Constitution would not concern the militia. In particular, what the militia does NOT have 
is a central command which would involve the entire militia -- rather the decision to act 
would be up to the individual 'lone wolves' or small groups who felt it was important, and 
it would --at least theoretically --be secret except to those who were involved. 



Government Agents 
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Now the most likely objection to the above scheme is that it would be open to 
infiltration by government agents. While there is no way to avoid this risk entirely, 
there are ways that group members can be tested, from stealing or destroying government 
property to beatings and assassinations of enemies. Keep in mind that an organisation 
cannot be 'nice' when its purpose is to provide violent solutions to problems when 
nonviolent solutions won't work. 



Besides the inability to completely insulate the militias from government agents and 
other traitors, there is also the problem that militias will simply segue into gangs. 
While this is a danger, I do not think it is a serious one in view of the type of man who 
will be attracted to the militia. 



Clearly, I do not have all the answers to the problems that the militias could face. 
But one thing I do know is that unless we start to take a pro-active aggressive stance to 
protect ourselves, we are going to go down big-time. We cannot wait for the opposition to 
propose this or that abusive law, or perpetrate this or that outrageous crime. We must 
prepare ourselves so that these laws and crimes stop happening , and we take back control 
of our destiny. Right now we have the freedom to create a militia movement and to get our 
message out as to why it is necessary. Beyond this, in order to successfully complete 
these tasks, I believe we must develop the state of mind which has helped to preserve the 
Jews for thousands of years -- chutzpah -- the same quality that Alan Dershowitz praised 
so highly in his book by that name. Danton, the French revolutionist, had a phrase for it, 
which General George Pat ton frequently quoted: Audacity, more audacity, and always 
audacity I And si 

urely Patton knew what he was talking about, since he was probably the most successful 
general of WW2. In short, we must be active, not REactive. We KNOW what is going to happen 
to us if we do not act -- IWO slavery. But we know from the actions of just one man -- Hal 
Turner -- that we can kick butt and make it hurt. So if some of us will train ourselves as 
fighters with a clear commitment to the Constitution and American ideals, we can stand up 
to the NWO and bring back the old America. 



Now lest there be any doubt, I do not see the militia as temporary, but rather as a 
potentially permanent institution to counterbalance government --a sort of shadow 
government, if you will, but one which, like a family, passes its skills and ideals on 
from generation to generation. The reader has no doiibt heard the Cubans speak of 
'preserving the [Castro] revolution'; and while we may not care for the revolution they 
are trying to preserve, we should appreciate their insight that revolutions need a 
conscious effort at preservation if they are to last. 
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Now in proposing the Militia Solution, I have not said anything that is particularly 
revolutionary, or that others have not said before. But my solution IS different by its 
act of putting together several diverse elements. As JBR Yant has remarked, going from the 
almost-right to the exactly-right is a long, tortuous, tedious process, and the Militia 
Solution may be looked on as a small yet potentially important move along the road to 
freedom. Whether it is actually useful depends on whether there are motivated people who 
will take up the burden of forming militias aiid seeing that they perform their intended 
functions. This may well be a difficult task, but it certainly beats shooting up a 
government office or assassinating some high government muckamuck and getting killed or 
jailed in the process, as some of my more agitated correspondents seem to wetnt to do. 
There is not going to be anything easy about taking back our freedom, so if the reader 
wants to be part of the so! 

lution rather than part of the problem, I suggest he either get involved in the Militia 
Solution, or else propose something better. 



Postscript: As I have several times said, I do not believe that generals should be in 
the trenches -- they are far too useful to serve only as footsoldiers. For this reason, I 
will not be participating in a militia, should anyone expect me to carry that burden in 
addition to all the other ones I am currently shouldering. As a general of sorts, I have 
earned my spurs by making thebirdman.org a going concern for the last ? years and keeping 
free speech alive when so many of my correspondents (along with most other whites) are 
deeply frightened of exercising it themselves -- indeed, as you all very well Icnow; if 
•THEY' start sending people to the gulag, I will be one of the first to go. So I urge all 
you bench-warmers and other would-be revolutionaries to get off your butts and start doing 
something useful, such as helping to implement the Militia Solution. No one is going to do 
it for you, so you had better learn how to do it yourself. 



PPS: We are currently involved in planning some important outreach activities. The 
letter at the url below (marked 'Site Ad') is one of several we are contemplating using in 
some kind of mass email program. Emailing is expensive, and also poses some important 
legal problems, but we can reach a much wider audience with email. We will need some 
substantial contributions in order to carry out our program. 



And that brings up the small but important matter that it is now time for you, dear 
reader, to show your gratitude for all the work I have done to make thebirdman.org a 
valuable information resource and pioneering vehicle in the White Liberation Movement. 
Accordingly, if you find this site valuable --as you undoiibtedly do if you are reading 
this message -- then I expect that you would be happy, as an ethical member of our race, 
to fulfill your obligation for the benefits you have received by contributing to the 
support of the 6-day-per-week grind that I must put myself thru in order to keep you 
informed.

Daniel /Kevin: 



I got a call from Enstar's counsel, Bill Saupe, today. He outlined for me some discussions 
Enstar has been having very recently with Marathon about gas supply. These discussions 
were apparently held in the last week, and are a take off from Enstar's earlier proposal 
to Marathon which were based on Enstar »s discussions with RAPA regarding a price structure 
that we could accept. (This was vetted by DNR before we floated it to Enstar), The 
original RAPA endorsed proposal Enstar made got a very cool reception when tendered. But 
now, Marathon is asking questions about the RAPA proposal, and apparently is acting a 
little more positive. Saupe said Enstar was discussing supply options, including different 
tranches of supply (base load, swing, and peaking) as well. Enstar and Marathon want to 
meet with RAPA late next week to address some of these questions: pricing points selected, 
and options for other pricing points. 



Saupe also to know if RAPA would affirmatively endorse to the RCA a proposed gas supply 
agreement if we found it acceptable.

Telework is an essential element of federal agencies* COOP Planning. In the aftenmath of the events of 
September 11, 2001, it has become increasingly evident that Federal agencies need to consider a full range of 
possibilities related to how and where their work is accomplished. Continuity of operations relies more than ever 
on enabling government employees and contractors to work from any location. Both the White House and the 
House Refonm Committee in their recent discussions of COOP, especially in the event of a pandemic, emphasized 
telework as a critical component in any COOP plan.

Dear Commissioner Irwin: 



In all the years that I have lived in this great state, I can't recall any 
prior incident where the Commissioner of the Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) has taken it upon him/herself to attack well meaning citizens who seek 
greater assurance that; 1) Alaska's renewable resources will be managed in 
an ecologically safe and sustainable manner, and 2) that the development of 
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one resource will not have a predatory effect on other resources. Your July 
3, 2007 DNR Media Release is such an attack. It brazenly claims that there 
is a "growing trend of anti-resource development initiatives" that are 
"subverting" DNR's mine permitting process. It even implicates several 
individuals - including me (the Homer resident that proposed a fish refuge 
to the Board of Fisheries) . 



I am offended by your attack on me and others. I think your "anti- resource 
development" characterization widely misses the point. Your statement doesn 
't appear to be sensitive to the differences between conservation (i.e., 
maintaining supply) and development (i.e., allocating and meeting demand). 
Conservation, which tends to restrain consumptive use of resources, is not 
"anti- resource development" but an investment in the future. Without 
conservation, the insatiable demand for a resource might lead to its 
extirpation and/or predation on other resources. If so, the result will be 
reduced opportunity for future development. 



When I submitted Proposal 121 to the Board of Fisheries, which asked for 
their recommendation to establish a fish refuge on state-owned waters in the 
Lower and Upper Talarik Creeks and the Koktuli River, I was addressing the 
conservation authority of the Board of Fisheries rather than its development 
(allocation) authority. Obviously, concern about potential environmental 
impacts from the proposed Pebble Mine was part of my motivation, but I was 
clear in stating that my intent was to help clarify what is otherwise an 
amorphous situation for measuring the impact on fisheries from nonrewable. 
resource development - such as mining. 



As I see it, DNR's mine permitting process is more about articulating 

efficient coordination between agencies and permit applicants than it is 

about compliance with a rigorous set of standards. Existing permit 

requirements allow wide latitude for sixbjectivity and discretion. For 

example, to obtain a state water rights permit, AS 46.15.080 provides 

criteria relative to fish or wildlife which requires only that "the 

commissioner shall consider. the effect of fish and game resources and on 
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public recreational opportunities," All that is needed is documentation 
that fish and game impacts were given cursory review before a permit is 
issued - which may or may not be detrimental to these resources. 



A Title 41 (fish habitat) permit provides somewhat better direction by 
stating that a permit can be denied if the "deputy commissioner finds the 
plans and specifications insufficient for the proper protection of fish and 
game." But the 2003 Executive Order that moved Habitat from the Department 
of Fish and Game (DF&G) to DNR certainly lowers the bar, which was its 
intent . 



When the Division of Habitat was in DF&G, its mission was "to protect, 
maintain, enhance, and restore habitat for fish and wildlife consistent with 
soxmd conservation and sustained yield principles." Furthermore, since DF&G 
' s agency culture tends to be biased towards protecting resources (which is 
as it should be) , Habitat was doing its job by being proactive about habitat 
protection and being involved in more than just permitting. 



With the transfer of Habitat to DNR, not only was it reduced from a division 
to an office, but its emphasis became expeditious permitting. According to 
the Office of Habitat Management and Permitting (OHMP) FY 2004 budget, its 
mission became "timely permit review and approvals for projects affecting 
anadromous waterbodies and fish-bearing waters." Furthermore, being in DNR, 
which has an agency culture biased towards mitigation rather than protection 
(which is as it should be), OHMP is less likely to comply with DP&G's 
precautionary approach for sustainably managing salmon fisheries (5 AAC 
39.222) which says in part that "salmon habitats should not be perturbed 
beyond natural boundaries of variation. " Based on your letter, this might 
be deemed as "anti-resource development." 



My purpose in submitting Proposal 121 was not to stop the Pebble Mine, but 
to raise the bar and require a higher level of compatibility with fisheries 
than that required by existing permits for any mining venture. In fact, the 
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proposal says, "if nonrenewable resource developers are able to internalize 
their costs and achieve 'no net loss' of the regions fisheries, not only 
would they be unaffected by this proposal, but they should support the 
proposal . " 



Furthermore, in my testimony to the Board of Fisheries I presented the 
following. 



"What this proposal DOES NOT do? 



1. Does not prohibit any mine that can achieve "no net loss" of wild fish 
that spawn or rear in these waters . 

Proposal 121 is about protecting fish habitat, not mining. Nor does it ask 
the Board of Fisheries to become mining experts. Although it does create 
conditions which should result in better internalization of environmental 
costs, particularly fisheries, it doesn't attempt to make any judgment about 
the feasibility of any mine that might impact fish habitat. That decision 
is iip to those who hold the mining claims. If a raining plan can internalize 
its environmental costs, thereby having no significant impact on fish native 
to the waters being impacted, there is no reason why it should not proceed 
to development, even if adjacent waters have been designated a fish refuge." 



I thought that this was the proper time to submit this proposal because I 
didn't think it was fair to the industry to "wait-and-see" and then suggest 
these changes after permits had been applied for. 

Unfortunately, expectations regarding the possible extent of the Pebble Mine 

have not been tempered by a balance between conservation and development . 

It now appears unlikely that the scale of development being discussed could 

internalize all of its environmental costs. But maybe if exploration plans 

were initially constrained by a refuge, Northern Dynasty would have 

concentrated more on what it is feasible with respect to the interests of 

other resources and resource users than what is optimal from their

perspective. Not every ounce of gold needs to be extracted. That obviously 
isn't happening which to me is a failure in the permitting activities that 
are ongoing between Northern Dynasty and DNR. 



I can assure you that there is no conspiracy behind the separate, though 
related, actions referred to in your letter. Based on the strong public 
support that I received for my fish refuge proposal, I would be more 
inclined to say that it's not a conspiracy but a growing concern that DNR's 
mine permitting process is not doing the job. Maybe DNR's recent 
streamlining efforts have eliminated more than rediindancy. 



Your assertion that "Alaska has a world-class system in place" seems to be 
swayed by mining company advertisements that continuously trumpet Alaska's 
rigorous permitting process. This claim is never backed up with any 
reference as to who made this determination or whether it even applies to 
mining. (It might be accurate if speaking just of cruise ship regulations) . 
In contrast, the Fraser Institute 2006/2007 Annual Survey of Mining 
Companies indicates that Alaska's permitting system is viewed favorably 
(i.e., not rigorous) by the mining industry. Among 65 governments and 14 
U.S. states, Alaska was ranked 12th best internationally and 3rd best among 
U.S. states with regards to uncertainty in the administration, 
interpretation and enforcement of existing regulations not being a deterrent 
to mining. Alaska ranked 41st internationally and 5th best among U.S. 
states with regards to environmental regulations not being a deterrent to 
mining. 



Your letter ends by stating that DNR may conduct a "series of workshops on 
resource permitting and regulation" and "allow for input on how to improve 
the process." This is strikes me as the proverbial "closing the barn door 
after the horse got out." Trying to apply any improvements to ongoing mine 
development plans will elicit charges from the mining industry that you "can 
't change horses in the middle of the river." Nevertheless, I would like to 
"jump the gun" and suggest what are in my view four serious flaws with the 
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current permitting system. 



1. There is no "if." - For any large project like the Pebble Mine, the 
permitting process should be a two step effort. The first step should be a 
reconnaissance level analysis to determine "if" the project should be built 
(similar to AS 44.83.177 and AAC 94.055 that previously applied to Alaska 
Power Authority projects) . Are there possible fatal flaws? Does the site 
have potential for severe impacts to the public and public resources? There 
are all sorts of siting laws that provide precedence for this type of 
review. If project review passes this stage, then emphasis should be on 
approving design and prescribing mitigation requirements. 



Unfortunately it appears that "if is not an option in DNR's permitting 
process. To illustrate, DNR's FY 2005 Operating Budget lists key department 
challenges with respect to mining projects. The document says, "An 
important challenge for Alaska is completing the permitting to enable the 
development, or continued development, of Alaska's Large Mines." In other 
words, a permit is virtually assured. By giving away this leverage, it 
appears as if permitting is more a negotiation exercise than regulatory. 



2. Lack of checks-and-balances - As Commissioner of DNR and an 
accomplished and respected mining engineer, I'm sure that your decisions to 
permit the Pebble Mine will be based on a sincere effort to do what you 
think is in the best interests of the state. The problem is that an equally 
accomplished, respected, and sincere biologist might reach a totally 
different conclusion. So who is right? 



In a properly working democratic government, the agencies for each 

perspective should be given an xinfettered opportunity to present their 

perspective on an issue. Although someone still has to make the decision, 

the crucial cjuestion is; has the opportunity to hear all reasonable 

perspectives been taken into account? Based on recent reports {e.g. 

Chickaloon coal plan), it seems that DNR's efforts to concentrate resource 

permit decisions within the department in order to streamline the pennit 
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process has been at the expense of a comprehensive review of impacts on 
resources (fish and game) that are supposed to be managed by DF&G, 



3. Rigorous standards - In my view, a resource permitting system that is 
"effective, fair and responsible" and fiscally conservative is one tha;t 
internalizes not only monetary costs, but also environmental and social 
costs. In essence, if no costs are being imposed on anyone else, there 
should be no defendable reason to oppose a project. What could be fairer? 
While that may be the goal, as we know, not all goals are reached. So how 
do you decide if falling short of the goal might still be acceptable? 

First of all, it needs to be determined where a proposed project does 
actually fall short of its goal. Those sponsoring a project need to provide 
a comprehensive measure of project impact. What are the ambient conditions 
for air, water, and land quality as well as its respective fauna and flora? 
This analysis already is part of the state's process. 



Then, how do these conditions compare to those expected during operation of 
the project and after the project is put to bed. If there is no net 
effect, or even enhancement, costs have been internalized. But if there 
negative differences, focus on these differences narrows the basis for 
deciding whether or not a project is acceptable. Furthermore, the benefits 
and costs incurred in reducing these differences can derive some estimate of 
opportunity cost. 



So how does all this information come together in terms of a final decision? 



I think the answer can be found in an economic method called the Safe 
Minimum Standard (SMS) . This method establishes a standard that becomes the 
bottom line in deciding whether or not a proposed change {e.g. resource 
development) to existing conditions is acceptable. If lack of change results 
in opportunity costs that are unacceptably high, then change is allowed. 
This may still result in honest differences of opinion, particularly when 
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comparing the value of one resource to another, but at least it narrows the 
discussion to the essence of the issue. 



4, Public process - Although DNR may think it is not yet time to actively 
involve the public in the Pebble Mine process (e.g., scoping meetings), even 
though it has been contractually involved for a couple of years now, I see 
the blitz of media ads and letters-to-the-editor on Pebble as an indication 
that DNR*s public process (or lack thereof) is not doing the job. 
Obviously, the public thinks that now is the time to discuss matters. 



The delay by DNR to involve the public is likely to lead to a situation 
where stakeholders have an unreasonable short time to review reams of 
complex documents regarding project impact (e.g., Rock Creek permitting 
process) . DNR may technically be in compliance with public process laws, 
but this certainly subverts any meaningful opportunity to make any changes 
to what the agency may have already decided. 



As I implied earlier, once you look past the advertising slogans there 
appears to be nothing especially rigorous sibout Alaska's mine permitting 
process. While it is not laissez faire, as it is in some countries, it also 
is not one that rejects any pennit applications or sets standards that can 
not be met by virtually any project. Given the reputation that some are 
prone to attribute to this state, I think we need to do better. 



In closing, I believe the assertions in your Media Release are strongly 
biased and lack a conservation perspective. Furthermore, these statements 
raise serious question as to whether comments from individuals you have 
implicated have already been stigmatized by DNR and will not be given fair 
consideration during the permit process.

As you may know, this v^eek I signed legislation to improve Alaska's ethics and disclosure lavi^s. I would 
like to thank the many employees, lawmakers and citizens who helped to craft this legislation that will 
allow our government to operate in a more open and transparent fashion. Let's commit to making our 
state better and make state government more trustworthy, accountable and responsive to those we serve 
- the residents of Alaska! 

The legislation's changes to the Alaska Executive Branch Ethics Act take effect immediately, as do some 
of its changes to the disclosure laws. These changes may apply to YOU. Please take a moment and 
read through the attached summary so you will know how these laws have changed and how those 
changes may affect you. 

The changes to the Executive Branch Ethics Act concem 

• When your financial interest in a business is considered insignificant under the Ethics Act; 

• Gifts to you and your family members from lobbyists; 

• Your employment after leaving state service; 

• Working in the same unit as your family members; 

• When your activities constitute "official action"; 

• Using state aircraft for political purposes; 

• Lobbying after leaving state service; and 

• Serving on boards after leaving state sen/ice. 

The changes to the disclosure laws — which apply to certain high-level positions in the executive branch 
and to many boards and commissions — concem 

• Electronic filing of financial disclosures; 

• Including more details in financial disclosures; 

• Disclosures upon leaving state service; and 

• Disclosures from additional boards and commissions. 

In addition, a change to the criminal laws requires public servants to report promptly to law enforcement 
agents when they know or reasonably should know of bribery of a public servant.

We like 
many others have spent many days htmting, fishing berry picking, camping etc in this Unit 
Now because we have over the years progressed within our income it is being held against 
us . 



I know that there will be some families that will qualify honestly for these permits. I 
also feel very strongly that many folks will lie about what they make as there is no way 
the state knows this information. Along with that I know many folks that live off the 
state will get some of these permits as a reward for doing nothing with their lives but 
taking. If I seem bitter to a point I guess I am. I would help anyone that will help 
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themselves. But I am not a big fan of takers and there is no doubt in my mind a lot of 
takers will be taOcing our permits. 



I have been telling my two oldest Grandsons that they can shoot Grandma's and Grandpa's 
Caribou when old enough (one is now) do to the state program allowing this. Now I have 
had to try and explain to them this might/will not happen because we make to much money. 
What kind of message is that to send to the young children in Alaska? Do they understand 
this decision, NO they do not. They are being raised to do well in school, work hard, get 
an education etc. Should we now tell them to be slackers so they can hunt in this Great 
State of Alaska? In my opinion we are sending the wrong message to everyone concerned. 



Some of the other rule changes for this hunt are a bit far reaching but if a person really 
wants to hunt there they will deal with the changes. Point being why did the State open 
back up the application process. If folks did not care enough about their hunt then to 
bad for them. I believe this whole process had been nothing but a complete mess. 



My family and I fell in love with this area the first time we went there. Our past 
memories are many. Some very good and like anyone that uses the resources that God has 
given us some (although good) were tough to endure, i.e. snowstorms in June while fishing. 
My youngest calls them GREAT CAMPFIRES STORIES. It seems the State is working to keep our 
future memories to a minimum. 



I ask you to think what it would be like for the State to shut you and your family out of 
your hunting area because you make to much money. 



All in all I ask you to have someone look into this process and fix it. I was told 
yesterday that the Unit 13 Teir 11 process will not be looked at again till 2010. That is 
unacceptable and needs to be changed, IMO no one earnings class should be given advantage

This afternoon. Judge Jack Smith issued an injunction negating two aspects of the new 
Board of Game regulations (adopted at the March 07 meeting) controlling Tier II 
subsistence permit scoring for Unit 13 . 



1) The judge ruled that the income cap for Unit 13 Tier II applications was valid, 
but overturned the part of the reg that caused the whole application to be scored at ''0" 
if a person received a ^'0" score for that question because their household exceeded the 
income cap. Judge Smith stated that the person should be given the other points from 
other questions on the application. This largely reinstates the importance of a person's 
answers to the ^'how many years have you hunted or eaten from this population" part of the 
application, which had made the Unit 13 hunts primarily longevity-based in the past. This 
was a feature that the BOG had expressly tried to change in writing the new regulation. 
The judge ordered the department to re- score the existing applicant pools for Unit 13 Tier 
II hunts using this approach. We project that the effect of this will be to allow a net 
increase in the number of Anchorage area applicants to participate in the hunts. The 
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judge did not change the number of permits to be issued, so the increase in Anchorage 
hunters will take permits away from other commiinities. Notably, the judge refused to rule 

on the other way an application can be zeroed out — if the questions regarding customary 
use of the Tier II population are scored *'0" . So he overturned one half of the pertinent 
regulation but not the other, leading to questions of fairness. 



2) Judge Smith also ruled against the use of the superexclusivity part of the new 
regulation, which prohibited Unit 13 Tier II permittees from hunting the same species 
elsewhere in the state during the same year. Apparently he felt this was unfairly applied 
to only one game management unit in the state, although the BOG enacted the provision to 
try to persuade people without a strong personal Unit 13 hunting history not to apply for 
a Unit 13 sxobsistence hunt. 




The Division of Wildlife Conservation is working on re-scoring the existing applicant pool 

according to Judge Smith's order, and expects to be ready to publish the li st an d 

print/send permits out by the end of next week.

This aftemoon, Judge Jack Smith issued an injunction negating two aspects of the new Board of Game 
regulations (adopted at the March 07 meeting) controlling Tier II subsistence pemiit scoring for Unit 13. 

1 ) The judge ruled that the Income cap for Unit 1 3 Tier II applications was valid, but overturned the part of 
the reg that caused the whole application to be scored at "0" if a person received a "0" score for that 
question because their household exceeded the income cap. Judge Smith stated that the person should

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be given the other points from other questions on the application. This largely reinstates the importance of a 
person's answers to the "how many years have you hunted or eaten from this population" part of the 
application, which had made the Unit 13 hunts primarily longevity-based In the past This was a feature 
that the BOG had expressly tried to change in writing the new regulation. The judge ordered the 
department to re-score the existing applicant pools for Unit 13 Tier II hunts using this approach. We 
project that the effect of this will be to allow a net increase in the number of Anchorage area applicants to 
participate in the hunts. The Judge did not change the number of permits to be issued, so the increase In 
Anchorage hunters will take pennits away from other communities. Notably, the judge refused to rule on 
the other way an application can be zeroed out — if the questions regarding customary use of the Tier 11 
population are scored "0". So he overturned one half of the pertinent regulation but not the other, leading 
to questions of fairness. 

2) Judge Smith also ruled against the use of the superexclusivity part of the new regulation, which 
prohibited Unit 13 Tier II permittees from hunting the same species elsewhere in the state during the 
same year. Apparently he felt this was unfairly applied to only one game management unit in the state, 
although the BOG enacted the provision to try to persuade people without a strong personal Unit 13 
hunting history not to apply for a Unit 13 subsistence hunt.

In an email from cora, she says that the troopers were 
investigating Jeremiah's brother, ezra, for having a client kill 2 black bears in 1 
regulatory year. Ezra thought the l bear limit was for a calendar year, not per regulatory 
year. Ezra guided a client who shot a bear in July 2005 and may 2006. This is a violation 
because the regulatory year runs from July 1, 2005 to June 30, 2006. 



During the investigation, troopers found that jeremiah had signed a hunt record for a hunt 
where ezra provided the transportation. Regulations require that the person providing 
transportation be the one to sign the report. troopers indicated via cora that jeremiah 
cooperated fully with the investigation and didn't lie or hide the matter. Colonel folger 
said this is a minor violation. Cora says it's not the type of violation that "merits 
automatic removal.". Bob tcacz has contacted cora about this matter. Jeremiah was 
appointed under murkowski and is sport fisherman from seward. I believe he has 1 or 2 yrs 
left in his term. We can compile a list of candidates if you want somw options. We have a 
few good names from last time and we've received more apps also. I will stand by before I 
do anything.

Since the comments were distributed, we have been working closely vnth the Departoent of 
Commerce (Ginger Morton), the AELS Board (Bo Brownfield), Alaska Office of Management 
& Budget Director (Karen Rehfeld), the Legislative Auditor (Pat Davidson), Representative 
Lindsey Holmes, and many others to get the comments and to piece together the attached 
timeline. Below are some thoughts on this subject. According to the tentative agenda, the Board 
appears to be moving toward adopting mandator CE at the next meeting.

The following documents are attached: 1) The Jime 05 report prepared by the Board's subgroup 
in response to Commissioner Blatchford's 2004 commitment (see link below), that rushed right 
through the analysis and concluded that mandatory CE was necessary; 2) The Continuing 
Education timeline that was prepared mostly to allow officials to more quickly understand the 
evolution of this issue; and 3) The tentative agenda for the upcoming Board meeting. 

Your input is welcome. 



MANDATORY CONTINUING EDUCATION 

There are several issues that were accurately and concisely identified, in Alaska Department of 
Commerce & Economic Development (DCED) Commissioner Blatchford's 2004 letter attached 
to the legislative auditor's report (httD://www.ieqaudit.state.ak.us/pages/audits/2005/pdf/20028rpt.pdf ). 
as requiring further analysis prior to enacting mandatory continuing education (CE) for 
architects, engineers and land surveyors (AELS). These issues remain almost completely 
unaddressed by the Board to date. Each one is discussed below. The DCED should be required 
to address each issue in writing to the satisfaction of the Governor and 0MB to make sure that 
the DCED has thought through the downstream impacts of this proposed unfunded mandate and 
documented the costs and benefits. This report should be submitted by the DCED because it 
doesn't appear that the Board has the resources to accomphsh this analysis. The Board can, 
however, provide valuable input. Further action on enacting mandatory CE should be halted 
until something like the above described analysis is done.

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Apparently, the State can impose such a mandate for whatever reason it chooses. However, it seems like 
poor public policy to impose a new regulatory requirement without a thorough review of the costs and 
benefits. To date, the DCED has stated that tiiere will be no costs and that the primary benefit is that 
Alaskan licensee regulation would be in alignment with some states. This argument that does little to 
justify the proposed action. 

Below are the six issues addressed by Commissioner Blatchford. Commentary has been added for each 
one. 

1 . Perceived administrative burden to registrants 

Compliance with mandatory CE would require record keeping, submission of records for periodic audit, 
and possible adjudication of conflicts with the Board. Noncompliance related issues could result in 
licensees having to deal with efforts by the DCED to revoke one's license. 

2. Concern of availability of courses 

Several licensees commented that those working in remote locations would not have access to courses. 
Also, implicit in the concept of course availability is the availability of affordably priced courses. 

Should the DCED believe that it is very important for licensees to participate in CE, the State of Alaska 
might consider offering a large number and variety of online classes of the sort that would yield CE 
credits without making participation mandatory. There are numerous such courses tiiat could be made 
available at little or no cost. Such a helpful and positive approach would sit much better with licensees 
and might actually help enhance the DCED's mission with regard to occupational regulation. 

3 . Costs to registrants to comply. 

Some registrants would have their compliance costs reimbursed by their employer. Many would not. 
Since it appears that mostly formal - i.e. vendor provided - CE would count, the cost of AELS services 
will rise. Employers will raise their fees. Unreimbxirsed employees will have to eat the cost, essentially 
taking a cut in pay. 

Also underlying the concern with the cost of mandatory CE was the approximate doubling of fees at the 
last renewal. Upon request for justification, a spreadsheet was sent out summarizing the cost of 
administering the AELS registration program and dividing the cost by the number of registrants. No 
effort was offered to further justify these costs, "They are what they are". The statutes seem to find this 
explanation is adequate. 

It is recommended that you read the comments of DOT/PF Commissioner Leo von Sheben, P.E, to get 
his views on the cost issue and the subject of mandatory CE in general. There are clearly a conflicts 
between the position of DOT/PF and that of the DCED. 

4. Staff time to implement and oversee a regulatory CE program 

We have been "assured" by the DCED that there are sufficient resources available to implement a CE 
program without a need to increase the staff. This seems pretty far fetched based on the statute's 
auditing requirements and the inevitable disputes that will arise. These tasks will be added to the 
existing staff burden. It is not apparent that mandatoiy CE will in any way reduce staff burden, but 
rather will increase it. 
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Unless the enactment of mandatory CE was a done deal in advance, one might conclude that staff time 
limitations may have led to virtually NO interaction occurring with licensees or consumers of AELS 
services in the decision to proceed with mandatory CE or the drafting of the language for this mandate. 
It appears that the Board relied almost exclusively on input from professional societies (who sell CE) 
and other states. Until the notice was delivered in February, many licensees had no idea that this action 
was being contemplated. Many still have no idea WHY it is being proposed for enactment. 

5. Expected drop off in registrants deciding not to renew 

Many licensees would likely drop their registration should mandatory CE be enacted. As noted in Item 
3 above, it appears that the cost of administering mandatory CE (which we think will be greater than the 
Department's estimate of $0) will be distributed among a smaller group, thereby requiring higher license 
fees. These costs are usually marked up and passed on to the government and/or private clients. 
Economics generally dictates that increasing costs decreases demand - not good for licensees! 

6. No demonstrated correlation between design professional's performance with mandatory CE and 
those not submitting to a mandatory CE program. 

No evidence has been presented to indicate that a licensee who participates in a mandatory CE program 
demonstrates improved performance. No effort is made by DCED to define the types of problems that 
could supposedly by solved by mandatory CE.

The Council does manage the 1% public art program. Wanted to pass tiiis on since you asked last 
week. Thanks. 

The Alaska State Council on the Arts is a State agency that fosters the development of the arts for all 
Alaskans through education, partnerships, grants and services [our formal mission statement]. Every 
state and territory has an arts coxmcil of some sort, all of which were founded in response to Congress's 
creating the National Endowment for the Arts about 40 years ago. The Alaska State Coimcil is a 
granting agency, distributing funds received mostly jfrom the Alaska Legislature and NEA to arts 
organizations and individual artists. These range from small grants to help artists advance their careers 
and help small organizations have conmiunity workshops to larger ones that help organizations like 
Perseverance Theatre and Valley Performing Arts provide enriching artistic acivities in their 
communities. 

The Council manages the State's Contemporary Art Bank, which loans art to public offices, and the 1% 
for Art public-art program, which builds art into public buildings and facilities (including the Marine 
Highway vessels). The Council is very interested in making sxire Alaska's schoolchildren benefit from 
the arts in their classroom environments, and has a strong program called Artists-in-Schools which sends 
Alaskan artists to schools all over Alaska for one- or two-week intensive residencies that teach the 
children new artistic skills and also instructs teachers in how to integrate arts into more classroom 
activities. The Alaska State Council on the Arts also serves as a resource for local arts agencies (like the 
Juneau Arts & Humanities Council) so these closer-to-home arts organizations can foster a high level of 
all sorts of arts (literary, visual, performing) in each Alaskan community. One other activity is the 
Silver Hand Program, which helps authenticate Alaska Native art to prevent fraud and to augment the 
economic vitality of this uniquely Alaskan commodity.

I would like to address a problem with records and licensing, this being tiie amount of time it takes 
to get a provisional clearance for a new hire employee in assisted living, and costs associated 
with these delays. 

On 6/18/07 an application was submitted for a new employee (initials V.C.) and to date do not 
have a provisional clearance. When we call licensing all they say is that they are waiting for 
papenA^ork from another agency. We have 4 employees at this location so 1 person of this is 25% 
of my workforce, which has to be covered by the other employees as overtime. Let me explain 
the costs to us due to this failure of a timely clearence: 

1 . Background fee, CPR training, and TB tine test $1 00.00 

2. 4 weeks of overtime pay. $960.00 

3. 24 hours new hire training $264.00 

TOTAL $1,324.00 

The reason I included new hire training is because, Friday the employee called and said she 
couldn't wait any longer and had found another job, so the above figures are not correct. This is 
because we will spend the next 2 to 3 weeks looking for a new employee, training and certifying 
that person. This will just increase my overtime costs to already tired employees. 

This is not an isolated inddent. Since this program has started 2 years ago, only 10 to 20% of our 
applications have been completed on time (48 hours), all the rest have taken at least 5 to 20 
days. I have had discussions with some other homes and they are having the same problems, will 
provide you the names if requested. Assisted Living homes are 24 hour operations, I believe that 
the homes in Anchorage have at least 20 to 30 people doing overtime, due to the failure of 
licensing issuing timely clearances. We can't afford this as we haven't even had a pay increase 
since the year 2000, and is also wearing out our other employees, because we can't put an 
employee on the shift till they have clearance. 

When I call licensing some of the excuses I get are: We are shorthanded, and we are 
ovenvhelmed with applications. The problem is that this has been the same excuse since they 
opened 2 years ago. Is it ever going to be fixed? Prior to this system, we had the potential 
employee go to the state trooper office and pull a name check and return it to us. We would then 
check it against the barrier crime list, and then if there were an issue wth it we would call 
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licensing. THIS PRCXJEDURE TOOK ABOUT 20 MINUTES. This is the same data being used 
now, why the delay? 

My suggestion for change is that it be mandated that we have to be given yes or no clearance 
within 5 days or an exact explanation why not (no we're waiting) so the homes can consider other 
options. It is time the state stands up and takes responsibility for it's lack of action and the strain it 
is putting on the assisted living community. 

Please inform me if you intend to fix this problem and when or where I have to go for con*ective 
action.

Thank you for the opportunity to comment on the early notification that EPA in 
response to a court case is developing NPDES permits under the clean water act for 
the discharge of pollutants incidental to the normal operation of vessels. 

Southeast Alaska Fishermen's Alliance (SEAFA) believes that if the EPA court 
appeal is not successful that the solution that should be pursued is legislation that 
provides EPA the statutory authority that EPA believed they had to exclude 
certain discharges incidental to the normal operation of vessels from NPDES 
permitting for all the classes and discharges currently exempted. 

Failing a statutory fix the only slightly plausible solution are general permits 
covering classes of vessels as currently used in some other situations. EPA needs 
to spend their time and resources on the issues that have a significant effect on 
the health of the water column such as ballast water and the spread of invasive 
species (non-native) that ballast water has caused, sewage from cruise ships and 
not the permitting of approximately 18 million vessels in the United States. EPA 
needs to spend their time and resource on issues and permits that make a 
difference and not incidental discharges, large volume discharges or if new 
information becomes available that a certain type of discharge is having a degrading 
effect on the environment work on that specifically and not permit vessels for the 
sake of developing a bureaucracy to issue permits. 

The State of Alaska has 9,627 commercial fishing vessels registered by Commercial 
Fisheries Entry Commission in 2007 ranging in length from open skiffs 7 ft long to 
large vessels 635 feet long. These vessels participate in a variety of fisheries. 
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There are also over 69,000 recreational or non-commercial vessels registered in 
the State of Alaska not including small non-motorized vessels not requiring 
registration or documented vessels. 

Your request asks for identification of data sources to use in the identification, 
categorization and description of the numbers and types of commercial and 
recreational vessels. Data sources in Alaska that could be used for this include the 
State of Alaska Dept of Motor Vehicles, State of Alaska Commercial Fisheries 
Entry Commission, State of Alaska Dept of Fish and Same Sport Fish Division 
(charter vessels) and the United States Documentation Center. 

Before permits are required, we request that the EPA conduct a cost benefit 
analysis of the enormous paperwork, manpower, and energy that would be required 
to conduct and enforce this level of regulations and proceed only with regulations 
that can be expected to provide a net benefit to the waters on which we depend 
for our livelihoods. There is not the infrastructure necessary to deal with the 
disposal of all the incidental discharges even if all the vessels were retrofitted to 
collect all discharge streams. 

Southeast Alaska Fishermen's Alliance is a multi-gear membership based 
organization representing our members involved in the salmon, crab, shrimp and 
longline fisheries of Southeast Alaska.

The Postal Service is the most important part of any Alaskan community; the mail is a 
dependable service none of us can live without. Lake Minchumina is not different. The 
latest news on our P.O. is if the community can find a facility that will have "little to 
no cost" to the USPS our P.O. will remain a full service P.O. This is quite a request. 
However the community did come up with some options at the short notice they gave us (2-3 
days) . Here is some background Information: 

USPS has a building on leased FAA land, but the land has contaminates. The lease is up 
September 30, 2007, USPS will not extend the lease, even though FAA is liable for the 
contaminates, but USPS denies this even though they've got the documentation that states 
FAA is liable and will remain liable. It is also Federal Law. They've even been so kind 
as to share this documentation with us. We've pointed it out a number of times, to each 
department, they don't seem to care. 

Options given by community: 



1. Move the current facility onto the school district's property temporarily (We 
acquired permission from the Superintendent to do so.) while Lake Minchumina ' s local Gov 
pursues leasing land from FAA or moving building to private property, 

2. USPS pursues leasing a different piece of property from FAA; this could be done at 

1 
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little to no cost and wouldn't take much time. 

3. Lake Minchumina's local Gov. is pursuing purchasing a building that would be 
available to use as a P.O. free of charge. 

4. USPS extends lease with FAA. 

5. USPS purchases currently leased land from FAA. 

• FAA remains liable for contaminates even after transfer. 

• Cost $10,000. 

USPS told us they'd like to ""break even" on their costs of operation in Lake Minchumina, 
there is no P.O. in the state of Alaska that breaks even; Paul Larson of USPS admitted 
this. 

USPS also wants the facility to have sewer and hot/cold water, very few post offices in 
rural Alaska have sewer or running water, Paul also agreed on this fact. 

USPS wants Handicap accessibility, for a full service P.O. or contract post office. Very 
few P.O.s in rural Alaska have that either. 



USPS requires the land be at least 1 acre. 



If these are requirements of the USPS, why then is our P.O. being singled out? Every 
rural Post Office in Alaska will be shut down if USPS implements all of theses 
requirements. Please help our P.O. in Lake Minchumina remain a full service Post Office

All, 

Here's my input to our BN's monthly newsletter. Thanks for all of the support you all show us. 

GERONIMO Families and Friends, 

Well if s been connpletely crazy here. This nnonth, in the span of 72 hours, our area has turned 
on its head. Local Sunni Tribes that have supported our enemies in the past have gotten tired 
of Al Qaeda and joined the fight against them. It seems crazy to us - but suddenly it just got 
very quiet in those areas. So we are suddenly talking (cautiously) to guys who were 
completely unwilling to even sit down with us and talk not long ago. This local 
counterinsurgency against Al Qaeda developed in our 'back yard', and its going to be a very, 
very interesting next month. It is a time of hope and caution and anxiety as we try to figure out 
which way this will turn. The hard-core Shia militia appear really antsy as they don't want us to 
have 'free time' to concentrate more on them. It is very complicated and we have trouble 
keeping most of these actors straight. And of all Spartan Brigade areas of responsibility, we 
are glad that those who choose to reconcile want to do it in our area where everything else 
seems to happen. We have had reporter after reporter coming down here, first in disbelief, 
then in wonder about what's going on all of a sudden. Our area of Northern Babil Province, is 
on the Sunni-Shia "fault line," so this reconciliation will be far more complicated than in Anbar 
Province. For now, at least in some of our formerly rough areas, it's suddenly very peaceful. 
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Apache Company set the conditions for this Sunn! reconciliation effort in our area. Their 
lockdown and control of the town of Jurf as Sakhr, in my mind, forced the enemy to come to 
the table after they had exhausted all other options. Blackfoot Company is back in the Brigade 
AO but is stationed over at Kalsu - they are working with 3-509 to strike at targets that were in 
formerly out-of-reach areas. As usual, the Blackfoot continues to excel. Comanche Company 
is moving around the battlefield to shore up the Iraqi Amny and Police. When several VBIEDs 
struck our area in late May/early June, Comanche raced out to the afflicted sites, partnered 
with the devastated Iraqi units, and repaired their fortifications and morale. The Iraqis rave 
about the Comanches. Delaware Company continues to unhinge a sophisticated militia 
entrenched in one of our larger cities, Musayyib. Their methodical targeting of a militia that 
once literally held the Musayyib IPs hostage and robbed people of their freedoms has been 
remarkable to watch. Dog Company (3-509) continues to move to the sound of the guns and 
reduce problems in the largest metropolitan area the brigade owns. Their constant presence 
and "attack" mentality has kept this sectarian area from coming apart at the seams. Hatchet 
Company continues to execute the critical task of keeping the areas just outside our FOB free 
of significant enemy presence (in addition to the myriad of other things that Hatchet does for 
us). Easy Company (725 BSB) is continuing to hold together our systems. We have an 
incredibly elastic and flexible support element that always rises to the occasion when we need 
it. 

The heat out here just began to combine itself more vigorously with the humidity, so we are 
battling that as well. Daily temps continue to average between the teens and twenties (one 
hundred that is) but the humidity feels as if it has doubled. I don't think I have ever been so 
eager for summer to end, but I hope back home that yours is going well. 

Sadly, we had to send home some GERONIMOs with injuries this month, but none too serious, 
and all of our other paratroopers stayed safe. We did receive some new members on the team 
as key replacements - just at the right time. 

With our last group of men headed out on leave in just a few days, we find ourselves seeing 
the light at the end of the tunnel. The unit that will relieve us already had its advance party 
here to view their future mission, and already left for home. We will load our early return 
containers shortly, and will start to refine the timelines for redeployment as well. If s exciting, 
but we also know we have to get there first, so we continue on in pursuit of our mission. I don't 
have any details for you yet about what weeks we expect to arrive home or when we'll be on 
leave, but I do expect that to begin developing shortly. 

Even the most cynical and jaded media personnel that come here leave with positive words 
about our men, your husbands and sons. The GERONIMO Paratroopers continue to amaze 
me with their attitude, toughness, and courage. They are truly an American treasure and I will 
be happy when we can all retum to our families. Until then, we will continue to press the fight 
against the remaining committed insurgents, the militia, and the heat 

Thanks so much for all you do for us and your GERONIMOs. We continue to receive loads of 
packages and letters from loved ones and Platoon Partners. It's very clear that while 
Americans may have mixed feelings about the conflict, they very dearly love their 
Paratroopers.

Your Board of Architects, Engineers and Land Surveyors is moving forw^ard to adopt regulation 
12 AAC 36.500-550 mandating Continuing Education for Professional Architects, Engineers and 
Landscape Architects at their upcoming August meeting. The stated purpose of the proposed 
regulation is "fo maintain a continuing level of competency and standards for professional 
architects, engineers, and landscape architects, in order to promote the public health, safety and 
welfare within the State,'' 

The AELS Board provided notice of the proposed regulations in February 2007 and received 
public comments through April 2007. Corxunents were received firom licensees, businesses, 
professional societies and State agencies. With exception of the professional societies (who sell 
continuing education), the vast majority of comments were opposed to the pending regulations. 
Some of the reasons for opposition include: 

- No acknowledgement of the cost of the proposed regulations (the Board has declared them to 
be no cost despite assertions to the contrary by DOT Commissioner and DNR staff). 

- No quantitative cost/benefit analysis. 

- No acknowledgement of the additional administrative burden to DCCED to administer the 
proposed regulations including audits, record keeping and litigation. 

- No demonstrated correlation between design professional's performance with mandatory CE 
and those not submitting to a mandatory CE 

- No analysis to show the proposed regulations would accomplish their stated purpose. 

- Vague, subjective requirements will inevitably lead to disputes and litigation. 

I invite you to peruse the public comments. For your convenience I have attached 
several letters of opposition to the proposed regulations that were submitted by 
your sister agencies 

The AELS Board has failed to do their homework on 12 AAC 36.500-550, ignored valid public 
concerns and is proceeding with a regulation that could cost $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 per year 
(maybe more). The AELS Board's pursuit to adopt 12 AAC 36.500-550 is totally out of touch 
with the current Administration's philosophy of fiscal responsibility and responsible government 

I am requesting that your office require the Board to postpone adoption of 12 AAC 36.500-550 
Continuing Education for Professional Architects, Engineers and Landscape Architects until the 
impacts have been documented to the satisfaction of the Governor, 0MB and are made available 
for public review/comment. Documentation should include: 

- Tangible evidence that mandatory CE will actually improve the public health, safety and 
welfare within the State. 

- Quantitative cost benefit analysis (including who pays the cost and who receives the benefit)

Thanks for contacting me. Sarah might have told you 

that I just returned from a two week class /symposiiim 

on climate change and coastal erosion in the Arctic. 

1 
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The general feeling among most of the scientists is 
that the earth is going through a natural warming 
cycle (human emissions probably account for only 1-2% 
of it) and that the accelerated coastal erosion we're 
experiencing is decreasing the albedo effect and 
greatly increasing solar absoption in the oceans, 
which in turn further warms the atmosphere and leads 
to even more erosion and permafrost melting. I can 
make this clearer to you when we meet. 



Since this cycle seems to be mostly natural (I know, 
not politically what everyone wants to hear), the 
state's focus should be on adaptation to the changes 
that seem to be inevitable. This is not to say we 
shouldn't be concerned about cutting emissions- That 
should still be a focus; cutting emissions not only 
keeps our environment cleaner, but decreases our 
dependence on foreign fuel imports, etc... which is 
another story. 



I understand you've put together an advisory team to 
discuss a lot of what I've mentioned above, I would 
hope that the team would include some of the top 
university scientists we have available right hear in 
Alaska. I met personally with Dr. Syun-Ichi Akasofu, 
the former director of the International Arctic 
Research Center, and he is more than happy to be part 
of it. He just returned from D.C. after addressing the 
United States Senate subcommittee on Global Climate 
Change and Impacts. He spoke directly to them about 
everything I mentioned above.

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professor (Dr. Gerhard Kramm) which includes a list of 
scientists and their restiines, who would also be wiling 
to be part of this.

SUBJECT: Meeting with Alaska Conservation Alliance 7/31/07 

Attendees/Organizational Background 

The Alaska Conservation Alliance is the umbrella organization that ties most of 
the conservation groups in Alaska together under a single banner. There are 
approximately 40 member organizations. It is organized as 501(c)(3) non-profit 
organization funded by member contributions as well as donations raised from 
the large grant-making institutions around the country. 

They meet twice a year, in May and November, to organize and coordinate the 
member groups to revise strategies and identify emerging issues. ACA lobbies 
the legislature and has a sister-organization, the Alaska Conservation Voters, 
to influence elections around the state. I believe you attended a candidate's 
forum 

ACA is led by executive director Kate Troll. You met Kate this spring when she 
was meeting with me about ACA's legislative agenda. She plays basketball and 
may bring that up as a means of fostering a relationship with you. Kate also 
penned an op-ed piece supporting AGIA this past spring and she attended the 
signing ceremony in Fairbanks. 

A separate sheet listing the individual attendees and their respective 
organizations follows. They would like you to comment on and discuss with 
you the following subjects. 



Change 

Climate change is the issue for conservation groups today — ^including those in 
Alaska. Nearly all policy items on their agenda can be tied back to climate 
change one way or anotiier. The leading human cause for climate change is, of 
course, carbon dioxide. As such, they are most interested in the carbon 
''footprint" of a given project, activity, or policy.

So, what can be done to reduce Alaska's carbon footprint? The biggest single 
thing we can do is get as many of oiir communities off of diesel generated 
electricity. Which leads nicely into the next subject. 

Renewable Energy 

The Department of Natural Resoiorces is currently conducting an inventory of 
alternative energy supplies across Alaska. This builds on work begun by 
Renewable Energy for Alaska Program (REAP) in cooperation with AIDEA/AEA 
last year. The information is largely already in existence, but needs to be 
brought together in one place — a Geographic Information System-^so that 
planners can identify what fuel sources are near to a given location and then 
match up the appropriate technology with the fuel source. Funds for this effort 
were requested and approved in the recent capital budget. 

In addition to alternative fuels, we are looking at the enormous hydro power 
potential in Southeast Alaska. AEA continues to define the feasibility of an 
intertie connection into British Columbia that would make clean, green hydro 
power available to Northwest and West Coast power markets. It is believed 
that such power would be attractive in California, where Governor 
Schwartzenegger believes they have set off the next rush — a rush for green 
energy rather than gold. 

There are some seasonal problems with hydro as well as wind. Because of this, 
these are not ideal energy sources for baseload power. However, they do 
complement each other and may be able to provide a unique combination that 
result in truly "green'' baseload power. Investors with the American Insurance 
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Group (AIG) are seeking an audience with you to pursue a potential project 
that would utilize SE AK hydro and combine it with British Columbia wind and 
deliver it all via subsea cable to CaUfomia. A willingness to meet with AIG 
would demonstrate to this group that you are open to innovative ideas and 
projects that fit with their overall agenda... even though there are a lot of things 
you will part ways over (ANWR, off-shore drilling that is supported by locals). 

Another renewable energy discussion point is a piece of legislation sponsored 
by Speaker Harris and currently resting, quietly, in Bert Stedman's Senate 
Finance Committee. It would set up a renewable energy fund that would 
support projects, primarily on the railbelt, that utilize renewable energy. The 
big question is, where will the funds for this endowment come from? One-time 
surpluses from a non-renewable resource like oil maikes some sense. Another 
option may be the Railbelt Energy Fund, which lives to be spent yet again 

thanks to your line-item vetoes last month. 

While not directly related to renewable energy or climate change, there is some 
benefit to coordinated planning for electricity generation for the years ahead. 
The AEA kicked off its study of the Unified Systems Operator concept last week 
and we are looking forward to resiilts at the end of the year. If we can 
coordinate the planning, development, and operation of electricity generation 
plants, the co-ops can identify ttie most efficient plants out there for future 
power needs. More efficiency means lower costs for consumers, but also lower 
fuel demands per kW of electricity. That is attractive to these groups. 

Mega Transportation Projects 

The two big projects these groups are most interested in are the Juneau Access 
Project and the Knik Arm Bridge and Toll Authority project. Russ Kelly has 
already provided you with information on these projects.

Kwethluk will be holding an opening ceremony for their clinic on Tuesday, August 7***. The new clinic 
was started In the fall of 2006 when the last barge brought matehal up the Kuskokwim River to the 
village. Because of the population (721 ) and the number of patient encounters, a larger 3,200 square foot 
clinic was built to serve the people there with exam rooms, a dentistry office, sleep-over quarters, 
behavioral health office, a pharmacy room, waiting area, bathrooms and an ofHce. 

Funding for the clinic was as follows 

Denali Commission: $1,711,842, 

A matching grant from HUD in the amount of $196,479 

An IHS Medical Equipment grant for $305,303. 

YKHC designed and built the clinic using the force account methodology, hiring local labor. The clinic will 
be owned and operated by the Kwethluk IRA Council. There were between 5 and 6 local hires worthing 
on the job at any one time. 

If you are interested in attending the opening ceremony for this clinic in Kwethluk, please let me know 
ASAP so we can make the arrangements, or If you prefer to attend one later in the month, Kipnuk will 
also have an opening ceremony that is tentatively scheduled for Monday, August 27, 2007.

He served as circuit judge for the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia 
from 1982 to 1988. He was nominated by Reagan for the Supreme Co\irt, but was 
defeated following a hotly contested and extremely partisan debate.

Governor : 



I may have misunderstood, and perhaps read more into the situation early on, but it seemed 
you made a statement about not flying first class and I believed you wanted Commissioners 
to take that to heart . 



With that in mind, and with the following statute, I need some policy direction from you. 
I have bolded the most relevant parts, but you need to read it in context, of course. 



Sec. 39.20,140. Travel costs and travel outside the state. 

(a) The Department of Administration may not pay an official or employee for per diem or 
transportation costs unless the travel is clearly necessary to benefit the state. 

(b) The Department of Administration may not reimburse an official or employee or pay for 
more than the lowest tourist class fare for the most direct route unless 

(1) tourist class accommodation is not available; 

(2) waiting for tourist class accommodation would occasion a delay harmful to the state; 



or 



(3) the Department of Administration finds that travel by tourist class accommodation is 
not in the best interest of the state, and authorizes other accommodation. 

(c) When the Department of Administration authorizes more expensive travel under (b) (3) of 
this section, it shall file a justification for that authorization with the travel 

1 
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voucher. When fares other than tourist class are authorized under (b) of this section, the 
Department of Administration may not reimburse the official or employee or pay for more 
than the lowest first class fare available. 

(d) Officials and employees are authorized to travel only the least number of days 
necessary to transact the business involved, to secure return passage, and to return. 

(e) Every official and employee shall, unless otherwise authorized by law to travel 
outside the state, obtain prior approval for travel outside the state from the head of the 
official's or employee's department or from an immediate supervisor, or from the 
Department of Administration if the official or employee is not within a department or is 
not under the direct supervision of an official or supervisor. If an employee deviates 
materially from the travel authorized under this section, the employee must obtain 
approval for the deviation from the person who approved the travel before the Department 
of Administration may reimburse the employee for the travel . 

Sec. 39.20,160. Regulations. 

The fixing and payment under AS 39.20.110 - 39.20.170 of travel and per diem allowances 
and of advances and recovery and reimbursement of travel expenses shall be in accordance 
with regulations adopted by the commissioner of administration. The regulations shall be 
xiniform for all officials and employees, and all agencies and departments. The regulations 
shall also govern the use of public transportation facilities by officials and employees. 
The regulations relate to the internal management of state agencies and their adoption is 
not subject to AS 44.62 (Administrative Procedure Act). 



When I fly coach, I have been telling people (it comes up) that since the Governor flies 
coach, the Commissioners fly coach. Apparently, this is not the case, I have a request 
from one department in front of me for the Commissioner, Deputy and another employee to 
have all flights booked full fare so that they can be upgraded to first class. As I read 
the above statute, that is inconsistent. It also seems inconsistent with the appearance 
you have tried hard to give of us not being "government insiders." It is difficult to 
travel frequently, I'm sure you are well aware, but I don't think it gives us a ''right" to 
be in first class seats as a result of booking full coach fares. 

We all need the tools to do our jobs and there are some who have medical issues who might 
need a first class seat, but in general, when we all fly first class, I have to ask what 
that says to the other Alaskans on the plane. 

If you want Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners to get waivers for upgrades, I will 
sign them, but just need a little guidance here.

Dear Speaker Harris: 



I would like to take this opportunity to respond to your May 7 letter offering your 
support and cooperation with regard to matters related to the Petroleum Profits Tax (PPT) 
It was a pleasure reading that we are on the same page regarding the need to revisit PPT 

this year. 



As you requested, I looked into the process in which the PPT was adopted, and I directed 
the Department of Revenue to review the implementation of PPT. Examination of the public 
records associated with the public corruption probe and indictments surrounding the 
passage of PPT last year provide sufficient evidence to conclude that the outcome of the 
PPT vote was a result of undue influence. In the interest of maintaining the public 
integrity of our tax system, the legislature should revisit PPT as soon as possible. 



Attached is a status report on the performance of PPT to date recently completed by the 
Department of Revenue. As you can see, the performance of our new production tax law has 
fallen short of the goals and objectives touted by its proponents last year. Not only is 
the new tax resulting in far lower tax receipts than was originally estimated, the 
investment incentives incorporated into the new system have proven less valuable to 
explorers than was predicted when the bill was passed. This is unacceptable. Declining 
North Slope oil production is the most critical revenue issue facing Alaska today. It is 
imperative that the state provide incentives to explorers to take the risks necessary to 
discover new sources of oil production. 



Having reviewed the process leading up to the adoption of the PPT as well as its 
performance, I am left with no other conclusion than to remain committed to call a special 
session. 



This is no time for politics and rhetoric. Rather it's time for good, sound policy that 
puts the interests of Alaska first. We can ill afford to undervalue a nonrenewable 
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resource such as oil. However, if care is not taken, we jeopardize our long-term 
prosperity. I am confident we can work together to develop a law that balances an 
appropriate share of revenue generated from our petrole\3m resources with an attractive 
investment climate . 



No doubt, there will be critics to whatever proposal is put forward and as we both know it 
is easy to posture and find fault. However, it will take real leadership committed to 
find the right solution for the long-term, I urge you and all your colleagues in the 
Legislature to join me in showing Alaskans that we can demonstrate leadership by working 
together for the common good of our state. 



With these thoughts in mind, it is my intention to call a special session of the Alaska 
State Legislature on October 18. I have directed the Department of Revenue to prepare a 
proposal to respond to the substantive deficiencies with PPT, I expect a proposal ready 
for release to the public by September 4, This will provide more than 40 days for the 
public and legislature to become familiar with the proposal before the special session 
begins.

Thanks for your note. I am more concerned about Alaska's image than at any point 
in my 38 year love affair with Alaska. 

The image factor is difficult to quantify, but there can be no question that negative 
perceptions have and will affect federal policy relating to Alaska. It wasn't that long 
ago that a large majority of Americans viewed Alaska in positive terms, A Dittman 
poll about a year and a half ago showed this. 

My guess is that in the aftermath of corruption investigations, bridges to nowhere, 
etc, the poll results would be different today. In Congress, Alaska's stature and 
credibility have undoubtedly been diminished, and certain members are now 
emboldened to make proposals inimical to our interests. 

In my opinion, there is no simple solution. However, I would like to use the 
resources of this office to assist you not only to improve Alaska's image but to 
develop creditable public policy initiatives. 

Your thoughts on the Ketchikan Bridge are a good place to start. I think we can 
make some good public policy while projecting a more responsible image to the rest 
of the nation. Hopefully, we can help identify other such issues, work with you and 
the Cabinet to develop responsible positions, and then figure out how best to convey 
these policies to federal decision makers and the general public. 

The Alaska gas pipeline is another prime example. The Palin administration has 
already had some success in conveying the message that Alaska has vast quantities 
of oil and natural gas that we are ready and willing to provide to US consumers.

Subject: US ARMY Medical Board 



I started considering joining the US Army after hearing President Bush stating we needed 
more volunteers to win the war against terrorism. My wife and I discussed closing down 
our contracting company in Tucson, Arizona, to do our part to make the world a safer place 
for our daughter to grow up in. We decided we would join the Army only if President Bush 
won his re-election, for I did not want to fight and die, if necessary, under a country 
governed by Cajididate John Kerry. We believed in President George W Bush and would do our 
part and follow him to whatever end necessary. So in November 2004 I enlisted, after 
hearing President Bush won the re-election. 

After about a year in the army, I decided that I wanted to join the US Army Special 
Forces. I submitted my application and started my training. I finally left for Special 
Forces selection to hopefully become a Green Beret. While moving a bundle of re-bar with 
more than 50 other soldiers, one of the soldiers in front of me tripped and the rebar 
crushed me against the ground. I had pain in my back, shooting down my right leg, with 
weakness, and lost control of my bladder. At first I thought to myself, looks like it 
will take a month or two to heal up from this one. But after 5-6 months, of pain killers, 
and every medical test the army could image, I was still in no shape to perform even the 
simplest of tasks. Sometimes I would see a new doctor, and there first response would be 
to tell me I need to be medically boarded. So I made a list and made sure I did not 
return to see any doctors that wanted to med board me out of the military immediately. 
But after 8 to 9 months with no marked improvement, I met with the only doctor that really 
cared about what happened to me. We discussed that it was finally time and in my best 
interest to go through a medical board. At my present state, I was a liability to my 
unit, so I reluctantly agreed. Up until this point, I was not mad, angry or upset in any 
way that I had been hurt . I always thought, "Well things could be worse, I at least have 
all my limbs and I am still alive." As the medical board initiated, there was a 
procedural briefing, as there is for everything in the military. I don't remember all 
that was said, but the main point of the brief was that practically everyone being 
medically boarded would either get 0, 10 or 20% disability. Looking back, I now see they 
were starting the rationalizing process of not taking care of wounded soldiers. Next in 
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the medical board process I remember meeting with the medical board doctor, in Heidelberg 
Germany. We met for about 30 minutes, which was mostly history taking and then performing 
a few tests. The next step was meeting with the Physical Evaluation Board Liaison 
Officer (PEBLO) . He wanted me to look over and sign the doctor's findings, which to me 
was a bunch of medical mumbo- jumbo, but stated lower back injury in the line of duty. So 
I signed. At this point I still had blind faith that I could trust in the US army, and my 
country, to do the right thing. What I did not realize was that this was that really 
eerie calm when the air stands still, right before the storm that rips your house to 
shreds hits. A little more than a week later, the PEBLO called me in for the medical 
board disability determining meeting. I was very sad to leave the army, but at that point 
I still had blind pride for serving in what I still thought was the greatest army, 
protecting the greatest nation in the world. But as I said. Mother Nature seems at it 
most beautiful right before she unleashes her greatest wraith. I sat down with the PEBLO 
and I could immediately tell he had bad news and did not want to relay the message. The 
PEBLO stated the medical board findings are separation with 10% disability, I was very 
upset. The PEBLO inquired what did you expected from the army; you have only invested 3 
years. I expressed that I expected the Army to do the right thing, that I never 
questioned an order; I went where they told me to go, always strived to be a better 
soldier and to help those in need. I said, *"! expected to fight and die for my country if 
necessary, and I expected that ray country would take care of me and my family if the need 
was to arise." But now I am starting to see that the army is a business of the 
government, just like any other doing damage control. And like a used car salesman, the 
PEBLO tried to get me to sign the papers giving me a severance check of a little over 
$9000 after taxes. In the last 11 months I have been able to work less than 60 days at 
no more than 4 hours per day. That was only because I begged the doctors to send me back 
to work, so I could be aro\md my fellow soldiers. Although most days at work, all I could 
do was lay on the floor in pain, but I was happy for the human contact. So, I asked the 
PEBLO, ''If I need a cane to walk, my permanent profile states, for the next 5 years, that 
I can work no more than 4 hours per day, stand for 10 minutes max and lift no more than 10 
pounds; what type of company is going to hire me, and how am I going to support my wife 
and child?" The PEBLO stated there was nothing he could do about it; he was just the 
messenger for the medical board. We could try to fight at an official board hearing but we 
ran the risk of losing the 10%. As if a onetime payment of $9,000 is even going to make a 
dent in my future medical care, let alone assist in supporting my family at all. It is 
like the army is saying, ''Thanks for your service, sorry you got hurt, hear is a used car 
that is not going to run for you." 

So I elected to go to Washington DC to present my case to the medical board in person. I 
thought to myself, once I met with the board and they see me as a real wounded soldier^ 
not just a number on a piece of paper, the board would do the right thing and give me at 
least a 30% disability. 30% is the magic number where I would be medically retired, and 
therefore have medical coverage for myself and my family. However, anything below 3 0% 
would just be a severance check of a little more than $9000 after taxes. 

The paperwork that was given to me for the formal hearing stated I needed to contact my 
legal coiinsel IMMEDIATELY. So I called the number given, and asked to speak to my legal 
counsel, as I only had 13 days prior to the hearing, I needed to prepare my case, gather 
any further information the lawyer needed and travel from Heidelberg Germany to Washington 
DC. I knew it would be tough, but I had no idea how tough it was about to get. 

When I called the number given, a specialist answered the phone, and informed me that they 
were so back logged with cases, that my legal counsel would not be assigned until 7 days 
before my hearing, I explained to him that I was coming from the other side of the world 
and I needed to speak with counsel to be able to adequately prepare. Once again he told 
me legal counsel would not be assigned until 7 days prior to the hearing. I asked to 
speak with his supervisor, and he told me a Staff Sergeant would return my phone call. 
Even though I called and e-mailed daily, I never got a response xintil Monday July 23 @ 
1930, 7 days prior to my medical board. The lawyer told me to fax him all paperwork I 
had, and to plan on discussing ray case on Wednesday July 25. I tried to contact ray lawyer 
on July 24, after he e-mailed me a very confusing correspondence. We talked initially at 
approx 2130, and he told me he would try to call back later that night. At about 2330, he 
called stating he was still in the meeting and we would talk Wednesday 25 July. 
Wednesday, at approx 1930, my lawyer informed me that the medical board wanted another 
medical test performed. I explained to him, that because of the difference in time, 
everything was already closed, and I was leaving at 0630 the very next morning to go to DC 
to meet with him and the medical board. He stated he would get back with me regarding 
the medical test, which never happened prior to leaving for DC.

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I arrived in Washington, DC on 26 July. Met with my lawyer 27 July, the board was 
scheduled for Monday, 30 July, but due to weather conditions, my lawyer's plane was 
delayed, and so the board had to be rescheduled for the 31 July. I had the requested 
medical procedure that morning (31 July), and a little after 1300 that afternoon, I met 
with the board. The board was made up of 2 officers and a Medical Doctor, all of whom 
seemed very fair and impartial. Testifying to the board was the single hardest thing I 
have done in my life. The lawyer said I needed to testify to the effects that the injury 
has had on my overall daily living, work abilities and even my sexual life. Also, he 
wanted my wife to testify, as she is the only person with the personal knowledge of this 
medical condition. At first I really did not think much about it, but then as I started 
testifying as how I was not able to please my wife any longer, somehow the reality hit me 
all at once, and I broke down crying. It took me a few minutes to recover and the lawyer 
asked me if I wanted to skip it and move on to a different subject; I continued because I 
knew the medical board could not rate my disability properly if they did not understand 
all the medical impairments I have been having since the accident. When my wife 
testified, hearing her say that it was not possible for me to satisfy her since the 
accident, it ripped my heart out of my chest. Now, in hind sight, I realize that there 
was no reason to have gone through all of this. It seemed to me the decision was already 
made at a higher level than the medical board, before we even went to the board. We 
adjourned and went out into a waiting room to wait for the board to make its final 
decision. We were called back into the room, in about 30 minutes time, by one of the 
board members to receive the medical board decision. What I still did not realize is this 
would be the last time I would salute an officer and get that feeling inside like I was 
one of the greatest soldiers, in the greatest army, serving the greatest nation. In a 
matter of less than 5 minutes, I would come to find out I was just a number on a piece of 
paper, and the only thing that was considered great was the almighty dollar, and the 
bottom line, I was told by the board that they had to follow the rules of their higher 
Head Quarters. In my case, they could not use the Army Regulation (which is what my 
lawyer believed was the legal document that applied to my case, and built my case upon) to 
rate my disability, but instead would have to use the VASRD. That left my disability 
rating at 10%. 

The really strange thing is that I had no anger towards the board members, as I saw they 
have served their country honorably for many more years than I. I only felt great sorrow 
in my heart to see these honorable men having to tiy and rationalize the idea of not 
taking care of our wounded soldiers, our brother in arms, after they have followed every 
order given, and done everything ever asked of them without question. I realized that I 
may be the luckiest person alive. I was not, nor will I ever have to, rationalize short 
changing a US soldier that has served his country, especially after joining in a time of 
war, just to save a dollar. My grandfather always said, ''The true measure of a man is 
doing the right thing, when the wrong thing is what everyone wants you to do." 



I am sending this letter to Senator McCain, the White House and the press in hopes that if 
you print it, it may open the eyes of our government officials, and change can occur to 
help our future veterans- to- be, who so honorably server our all volunteer army in this 
time of war. 

The only way currently we will be helped is if the PEB or USAPDA is forced to use the AR 
635-40 to govern our case, as we believe it should be. We welcome Senator McCain, any 
affiates of the White House or any press interested in helping us with this cause, to 
contact us. We will be glad to supply you with further information needed. Currently, 
the European Stars and Stripes newspaper has run a preliminary article on July 22, 2007.

I have lived and fished in the Mat-su area for about 16 years, I am a part-time guide, 
mainly on the Little Susitna River. 



I have never, never seen such poor fishing as we are experiencing now. The fish simply 
are not in the rivers, other than a scant few. Yesterday, I fished on the Little Su at 
the confluence of Nancy Lake Creek. The normal time for the sockeye to show up in large 
numbers in that confluence is around July 25. By August 1st the waters there are filled 
with sockeye, with silvers showing up. This happens every year, without fail. So many 
fish you can see them circling and swimming. Yesterday, August 3rd, there were so few 
fish it was unbelievable. No silvers whatsoever. A few chum, and a rare sockeye. It 
saddens and angers me to see this devastation of the run. 



I hear excuses, such as low water (I've seen the water far, far lower. ,. .that never 
stopped the fish), a late run, etc. I do not believe any of that. I believe the 
commercial fishermen with their gillnets are being allowed to monopolize the fish, leaving 
virtually nothing for anglers and guides. I hear the commercial people saying they aren't 
getting many fish either, I don't know if I believe that. Regardless, whatever number 
they are getting is way too many, as evidenced by the absence of fish upriver. Will there 
even be enough fish to spawn for the future returns? 



Please don^t allow this devastation to continue. The private anglers are going home 
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empty-handed, frustrated and puzzled. The beauty of our salmon runs up the rivers is 
indescribable. The loss of those runs is unacceptable.

Governor Palln: 

As a member of the Board of Game, I am writing to request that the state agree to appeal the latest 
Superior Courts ruling over-tuming a portion of the regulations aimed at resolving our ongoing moose and 
caribou subsistence crisis in Unit 13. It is my understanding that the final decision Is being made 
exclusively in the Governor's office and I am appealing for your assistance in helping us resolve this 
crisis. Although I have to be honest, I did not agree v/ith the decision not to appeal the preliminary 
injunction ruling by the court. The Supreme Court has generally frowned on last minute regulatory 
appeals of this type and this regulatory approach was grounded in sound law and supported by previous 
court rulings. Letting this experiment run for at least one year would not have created any hardships. To 
let this decision stand, however, would seriously undermine the Board process, establish an 
unreasonable precedent and essentially gut our attempts to try a new approach to resolving this issue. 
Without the segments the court dismantled, this approach cannot succeed. 

For almost three years the Board of Game has been addressing one of our most contentious subsistence 
issues - subsistence taking of moose and caribou in Game Management Units 11 & 13. We have held 
numerous public meetings with advisory committees and the general public, including Board hearings, in 
an attempt to establish some mechanism to resolve the notoriously controversial and disliked subsistence 
pemDitting system in these units. Virtually everyone agreed that the old system was not working and there 
needed to be a change. As you and I discussed at our last meeting in your office, this subsistence hunt 
does not meet the red faced test in that the hunt is being conducted by many residents in the following 
manner: 

Using a $60,000+ motor home 

Dragging $25,000+ in equipment like four wheelers 

Hunting for one week 

To kill one caribou 

Calling it subsistence 

Cleariy, this type of hunt does not meet the 8 criteria established by the Joint Boards in defining the 
qualifications for subsistence hunting and fishing. 

Unfortunately, because of the court cases and the nuances of the state subsistence law, the Board has 
had very few visible options available in its regulatory tool box. In an attempt to search for new 
mechanisms to address this issue, the Board attempted to consider an "exclusive subsistence huntirig 
area" concept. This approach was new, innovative and complicated. For a variety of reasons, despite 
the tact that the approach was looked upon favorably by many board members, the public was not 
supportive of this approach. 

The Board then went back to the drawing board and examined the various options available to resolve 
this issue. The Board attempted in its new regulations to: (1) implement regulations which encouraged 
some economy of effort as required in the 8 criteria; (2) direct subsistence permits to those most qualified 
residents based on alternative resources; (3) discourage hunters from applying for pemiits if they had 
alternatives available (i.e. other places or resources available); (4) to implement a process that the pubic 
could look on as being basically "fair"; and (5) experiment with regulatory tools that might wori<. 

Some residents have opposed any attempt by the Board to find new solutions to this issue. Continually, 
they have offered only one solution: Amend the state Constitution, go into compliance with the federal 
subsistence law and change the state law to comply. It is my understanding that you have opposed this 
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approach to resolving the subsistence problem in our state. If we have no intentions of taking that course, it 
seems we have only two options: (1 ) change the state law to make it more workable; or (2) use some new 
techniques like the Board of Game just attempted to do to implement a more publicly acceptable subsistence 
permitting system. 

In closing, I would like to suggest that we are all in this pit together. Second guessing the Board's 
exhaustive process and final actions with no possible alternatives and explanations does not reflect what I would 
call a real team approach. I would again appeal to the you and the Attomey General to support the Board's 
actions and proceed to appeal this latest ruling on its merits as quickly as possible.

Synopsis: On 8-2-07, Trooper Cresswell traveled to the village of 
Kongiganek to investigate a complaint that several moose had been 
poached in the area. His investigation found that Roderick Phillip, age 
33 had killed two moose and that several other hunters may have killed 
additional moose. While interviewing and serving USC's on Phillip, 
Cresswell was confronted by about 20 men from the town and informed that 

he would not be able to leave the town before attending a town meeting. 
Sgt. Dobson was en-route to the village to assist in transporting any 
seized items at this time. After arriving Sgt, Dobson went to the 
meetmg as well. About 100 people were in attendance and though the 
conversation directed at the Troopers was heated at times, no specific 
threats were made.

As presiding officer for the Alaska House of Representatives, I have conducted a poll 
among all representatives in response to your August 3"* announcement regarding a 
special session on Petroleum Profits Tax (PPT). Our understanding is that you intend to 
issue a proclamation on September 4, 2007, to call the legislature into special session on 
October 1 8, 2007. You also requested help from legislators on their preference regarding 
where the special session should be located, and that was the subject of our poll. 

All forty representatives were given the opportunity to express their thoughts, and tha'e 
are differing opinions among members. Some feel that Jimeau has the technical 
infrastructure in place to conduct floor sessions on a complex piece of legislation; others 
feel that Anchorage is more personally accessible for a greater number of Alaskans; and 
there are mcmb^:^ who question whether a special session is even necessary or advisable 
at this time. 

While Juneau received more votes than other locations, there is also a consensus among 
many House members that you, as the governor, are responsible for determining both the 
location and the subject matter to be discussed. 

Many members ref^enced state law that requires whidiever entity that calls for a special 
session - whether it's the governor or the legislature - to be the same entity that 
determines the location (AS 24.05.100). However, Juneau Representative Beth Kerttula 
and two other members from the House Minority Caucus have raised a question over 
whether any governor has the constitutional authority to determine the location of a 
special session under the doctrine of separation of powers. 

We look forward to working with you and your administration toward conducting a 
special session that assesses whether the state is getting its fair share of oil and gas 
revenues, and whether the credits are optimally designed to provide the maximum

Sarah Palin, AGIA passed at the end of the 2007 legislative session despite intense 
criticism from the North Slope's three oil producers and gas owners, BP, ConocoPhillips 
and ExxonMobil, The three mega-majors, which own controlling interest in the 800-mile 
trans-Alaska oil pipeline, have indicated it's imperative they also own controlling 
interest in a gas line in order to keep project costs down. They say AGIA, as written, 
won ' t work . 

The three companies have not said whether they will file a pipeline application. Paul 
Laird, general manager of the Alaska Support Industry Alliance, told Petroleum News Aug, 8 
that he expects two of the three companies to file, "^possibly with partners, one or more 
applications that do not conform to AGIA's specifications." 

Sokol 's openness unusualThe fact that Sokol would say whether or not MidAmerican was 
preparing an application was unusual, but he believed the circumstances warranted it. 

""We wouldn't normally answer that question because it is a competitive situation, but I 
would say it has been startling to us how many people and organizations have been trying 
to infiltrate our team to find out the answer to that question. There have been quite a 
number of people trying to dissuade us from applying, or do things of that nature," he 
said. 
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Calls rumors about Morgan 'malicious'Another irritant for the pipeline giant has been the 
rumor that Kern River President Kirk Morgan was fired by MidAmerican at the end of May 

because of his positive testimony on AGIA to the Alaska Legislature — a rumor that Sokol 
called ''malicious" and ** inappropriate." 

Sokol said he and Morgan were ''on the same page" regarding the Alaska gas line project and 
that Morgan ''was not fired. Not by any means. Frankly, we considered Kirk one of our most 
valuable senior managers. He made a decision for personal, family reasons to take an early 
retirement. We preferred that he stayed, but we respected his decision. We would welcome 
him back tomorrow." 

The rumor about Morgan ''is just another effort by some of the folks who don't want the 
pipeline built «. under AGIA, and wish to discredit efforts \ander AGIA. It's insulting 
people would even make such accusations," Sokol said. 

'"We will continue to work on the pipeline application," he said. ''Our intention is to 
file under AGIA, but whether we do depends on the circumstances between now and the filing 
date. The unfortunate corruption scandals involving the oil and gas industry in Alaska 
that have been published in the press « we just don't know where it will stop. ... It's very 
good Alaska's had a change in administrations and we support the Palin administration. But 
you have two members of the Alaska Congressional delegation under investigation, 
allegations made against another, and indictments against state legislators. We know only 
what we read in the news. We don't know where those indictments will stop." 

MidAmerican will apply with partnersWhen asked if MidAmerican and Kern River would submit 
a gas line application with partners, Sokol said yes, but he would not reveal the identity 
of those partners because he was concerned they would be subjected to the same pressure 
MidAmerican has been. 

"In light of the pressure that's been put on us, we think we are doing our potential 
partners a favor by not identifying them," he said, noting MidAmerican would name its 
partners when it was necessary to do so under the AGIA process . 

Another rumorAnother rumor circulating in Alaska's oil patch is that the state isn't going 
to receive any credible bids \mder AGIA, A version of that rumor has already made its way 
across the border. Calgary-based Enbridge CEO Pat Daniel told analysts Aug. 1 that his 
information indicates there is "not a lot of active interest for trying to mount a project 
without producers ' support . " 

Daniel said Enbridge officials "continue to advise the governor and the state that unless 
they can get a consortium of producers together to file under the AGIA we won't be a 
participant in the process." 

In his testimony to the Alaska Legislature about AGIA, Morgan said, "even if a pipeline 
is developed by an independent developer, the North Slope producers will play a critical 
role as shippers on the line and sellers of gas to other shippers." 

"MidAmerican, as an independent pipeline, is impartial and in a unique position to help 
facilitate solutions where stakeholders' interests diverge," he said, noting that unlike 
the three producers, MidAmerican had no competing interests in the upstream, downstream or 
globally. 

Morgan also admitted the project was more risky with unwilling gas sellers, but he said, 

AGIA had mitigated much of that concern — and he believed that if money could be made by 
selling gas, BP, ConocoPhillips and ExxonMobil shareholders would want the gas sold. 

Why is the gas that is owned by the three majors so important to a gas line project? 

Despite the fact that government estimates put northern Alaska's undiscovered, 
technically recoverable natural gas at more than 200 trillion cubic feet, explorers on 
gas-prone acreage, such as Anadarko and BG, have been reluctant to move forward with 
exploration and development until they were relatively certain a gas pipeline would be 
built to take North Slope gas to market. 

Hence, expectations that the Prudhoe Bay oil field with its 24.5 trillion cubic feet of 
discovered gas reserves, would produce the first gas for a pipeline, Prudhoe is 
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essentially owned in equal parts by BP, ConocoPhillips and ExxonMobil, with the fourth 
largest owner being Chevron, which holds a 1 percent interest . 

What about costs ?So, what about costs? Gas prices are high now, but what if they drop? 
Opponents of an independent gas line say the producers will be more concerned about 
keeping construction costs low because they'll be shipping gas in the line, whereas a 
pipeline company such as MidAmerican isn't going be as worried about cost overruns because 
it can simply charge a tariff based on whatever the pipeline costs them to build. 

Petroleum News turned to Alaska Revenue Commissioner Pat Galvin for an answer. 

''You have to look at where a pipeline company makes its money," he said. "They make their 
money based on how much gas is rxin through the line. The more gas, the more money for 
them. If you have a bloated tariff, you're not going to get companies to invest in 
exploration and development of gas fields on the North Slope to put gas into the line." 

Selling gas into the pipeline ''has to be economic for gas producers in order for a 
pipeline company to make a profit," Galvin said. "It's in a pipeline company's best 
interest to keep the cost of building the line low, so their tariff makes producing gas in 
Alaska competitive with projects worldwide," 

Plus, he said, there are parts of AGIA that deal with cost overrxxns, making the pipeline 
company "take some of that risk themselves, it couldn't simply pass along overruns to the 
gas producers. That's pretty standard elsewhere, in modern pipeline contracts. ... That's 
why we moved this project under AGIA into a transparent process, as compared to the 
process under the Murkowski administration. Under AGIA we can talk atbout the level of risk 
companies take on rather than just speculate," 

Galvin also said he's not surprised at the number of rumors in circulation. 

"There is a campaign of misinformation going on to give the impression the project under 
AGIA is dead in the water," he told Petroleum News Aug, 7, 

A week earlier, he'd said, "AGIA is a competitive process, so we can expect, and in fact 
we are seeing, a lot of misdirection and misinformation floated around. «. We probably 
won't know until the application deadline what the parties' true intentions may be."

"While we would have liked to do better, it's clearly a better contract than we've had in 
the past, " said Jim Duncan, business manager of the Alaska State Employees Association. 

His union represents 8,415 employees. Its contract includes wage increases and some long- 
sought benefits, such as a weekend differential for employees at 24 -hour institutions such 
as Pioneer homes. 

Seven of eight unions with contracts expiring in 2007 have reached tentative agreements 
with the state, though the ASEA^s has not yet been ratified. 

In contrast to recent years, this yearns ASEA and other contracts will at least equal the 
inflation rate for at least the first year. 

The last three-year contract included no increase at all in its first year, 1,5 percent in 
the second year and a 2 percent increase in its third year, Duncan said. 

The ASEA bargaining team has agreed to a 4 percent increase this year, followed hy 3 
percent increases in each of the next two years, though it has not yet been ratified by 
members. 

Department of Administration Commissioner Annette Kreitzer said Gov. Sarah Palin 
recognized the need to boost pay rates to keep suid attract talented employees. 

"We value state employees and want the state to be an employer of choice," said Kreitzer 
said in a written statement .

Despite wage increases since 1990, state worker pay has not kept up with inflation, said 
Jim Calvin, a partner with the McDowell Group, a Juneau research and consulting firm. 

"In real terms, average wages paid to state employees are below what they used to be," 
Calvin said. 

He said the decline during that time appeared to be about 20 percent, based on an 
examination of data for state workers in Juneau, 

Of all the unions with agreements, only those representing the 800 workers on the Alaska 
Marine Highway System got contracts for only one year. The Marine Engineers Beneficial 
Association, the International Association of Masters, Mates and Pilots and the 
InlandBoatraan's Union of the Pacific all agreed to accept one-year contracts. 

State officials insisted on a single-year contract, said Ben Goldrich of the Marine 
Engineers Beneficial Association in Juneau. 

"It's essentially at the state's request, in order to buy us more time to work on bigger 
things," Goldrich said. 

Department of Transportation spokesman Mike Chambers referred questions about the short 
contract to Department of Administration representatives. 

Dianne Kiesel, director of the Division of Personnel and Labor Relations, said the short 
contract period was to due to new managers of the system, including Dennis Hardy, deputy 
commissioner for the Marine Highway System, and Leo von Scheben, Transportation 
commissioner. 

"It's basically buying some time to review the management of the system," she said. 

Kiesel said that because she wasn*t part of the system she wasn't comfortable saying what 
that review might entail. 

"They have a lot of ideas and want to look at the organization as a whole," she said. 

Goldrich said he was not concerned about the short contract extension offered by the new 
Palin administration. 

"So far she seems to understand the importance of the marine highway to the economy down 
here, " he said. 

For the ASEA contract to take effect, it needs ratification by union members this fall. In 
a June advisory vote, members narrowly approved the agreement reached by the bargaining 
team and the Department of Administration. 

Duncan said the contract includes a number of new elements. It allows employees who are 
ineligible for overtime to get flex time instead and changes their ability to access the 
medical leave bank. 

Under one new contract provision, employees in 24-hour institutions will be paid an extra 
$1 per hour for working weekends. 

"That's a provision we've been working on for a number of years," he said. 

D\incan said the extra pay recognizes that "it's a real hardship" for state workers who 
have to work on weekends. Typically that^s a time when their spouse is off work and their 
children are out of school, and the weekend differential should be expanded to other

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employees as well . 

"We got our foot in the door," he said. "We'll work to expand it in following years," 

Ballots fqr the ratification vote will be mailed Sept. 10, with votes counted Oct. 16.

Thanks. Many conservatives are not too sympathetic to state employee union concerns. 
However, I don't think that Alaskans reading the story from a conservative perspective 
will be too upset that the state gave up too much. The story raises salaries (at least 
the reference to the ASEA contract) in terms of keeping pace with inflation not as a large 
catch up provision or outrageous pay increase. When the unions expressed concern that the 
salaries have eroded over time, we told them we were not going to be blamed for contracts 
accepted by them and their members in the past. 



Overall, the story sounded sensible. It talked about needing to review the management 
plan of the marine highway system (which we do) . Also, Jim Duncan complained that they 
would have liked more, which is a reflection that we did not give them everything. I am 
more worried about the next round of negotiations.

State employees receive long-awaited wage increases 

Seven of eight unions with contracts reach tentative agreements

"While we would have liked to do better, it's clearly a better contract than we've had in 
the past," said Jim Duncan, business manager of the Alaska State Employees Association. 

His union represents 8,415 employees. Its contract includes wage increases and some long- 
sought benefits, such as a weekend differential for employees at 24-hour institutions such 
as Pioneer homes. 

Seven of eight unions with contracts expiring in 2007 have reached tentative agreements 
with the state, though the ASEA's has not yet been ratified. 

In contrast to recent years ^ this year's ASEA and other contracts will at least equal the 
inflation rate for at least the first year. 

The last three-year contract included no increase at all in its first year, 1.5 percent in 
the second year and a 2 percent increase in its third year, Duncan said. 

The ASEA bargaining team has agreed to a 4 percent increase this year, followed by 3 
percent increases in each of the next two years, though it has not yet been ratified by 
members . 

Department of Administration Commissioner Annette Kreitzer said Gov. Sarah Palin 
recognized the need to boost pay rates to keep and attract talented employees, 

"We value state employees and want the state to be an employer of choice," said Kreitzer 
said in a written statement.

Despite wage increases since 1990, state worker pay has not kept up with inflation, said 
Jim Calvin, a partner with the McDowell Group, a Juneau research and consulting firm. 

"In real terms, average wages paid to state employees are below what they used to be," 
Calvin said. 

He said the decline during that time appeared to be about 20 percent, based on an 
examination of data for state workers in Juneau. 

Of all the unions with agreements, only those representing the 800 workers on the Alaska 
Marine Highway System got contracts for only one year. The Marine Engineers Beneficial 
Association, the International Association of Masters, Mates and Pilots and the 
InlandBoatman's Union of the Pacific all agreed to accept one-year contracts. 

State officials insisted on a single-year contract, said Ben Goldrich of the Marine 
Engineers Beneficial Association in Juneau. 

"It's essentially at the state's request, in order to buy us more time to work on bigger 
things," Goldrich said. 

Department of Transportation spokesman Mike Chambers referred questions about the short 
contract to Department of Administration representatives. 

Dianne Kiesel, director of the Division of Personnel and Labor Relations, said the short 
contract period was to due to new managers of the system, including Dennis Hardy, deputy 
commissioner for the Marine Highway System, and Leo von Scheben, Transportation 
commissioner, 

"It's basically buying some time to review the management of the system," she said, 

Kiesel said that because she wasn't part of the system she wasn't comfortable saying what 

that review might entail. 

"They have a lot of ideas and want to look at the organization as a whole," she said. 

Goldrich said he was not concerned about the short contract extension offered by the new 
Palin administration. 

"So far she seems to understand the importance of the marine highway to the economy down 
here, " he said. 

For the ASEA contract to take effect, it needs ratification by union members this fall. In 
a June advisory vote, members narrowly approved the agreement reached by the bargaining 
team and the Department of Administration. 

Duncan said the contract includes a number of new elements. It allows employees who are 
ineligible for overtime to get flex time instead and changes their ability to access the 
medical leave bank. 

Under one new contract provision, employees in 2 4 -hour institutions will be paid an extra 
$1 per hour for working weekends. 

"That's a provision we've been working on for a number of years," he said. 

Duncan said the extra pay recognizes that "it's a real hardship" for state workers who 
have to work on weekends. Typically that's a time when their spouse is off work and their 
children are out of school, and the weekend differential should be expanded to other 
employees as well, 

"We got our foot in the door," he said. "We'll work to expand it in following years."

Alaskans want to see the history of our teix, the comparison to other oil company 
investments worldwide, the original gross information that led to debate last year on 
gross-vs-ppt (that led to corrupt influence and strong-arming by Admin sticking Alaska 
with industry's preferred tax)... they want the explanations kept simple and clear 
explanations as to why ppt isn't in Alaskans best interest.

Alaska is stable and safe, and as compared to their foreign investments (and even 
domestic, in states run by anti-development lawmakers) where a dictator could take over 
and/or industry's charged an arm and a leg to do business - well- it's a joke to hear of 
the "risk" in Alaska.

I know that there are still Jim Clark hold-overs all around us - I want to make sure we 
stay focused on the consistent message so many of us have spoken: that ppt isn't working, 
that from the beginning I've desired to keep this simple and transparent by taxing on 
gross while incentivizing for new development. 



Industry is not going away. It's too good here. And new players will step up and step in 
if one of the Big Three threatens to take their ball and go home. Alaskans are counting on 
us to fulfill the mission I promised: that they'd receive fair value for their oil and 
we'd play hardball if it came down to that.

Some won't want to admit it - for political reasons - but Les Gara and others are doing 
those apples-to-apples comparisons and are right in their conclusion that we should have 
kept it simple, thus not got gamed, from the start. Even the good old goats like Halford - 
and others who now realize the hand we gave away so long ago with non-renewable resources 
- agree now we should have kept it simple last year. 



Thanks Pat, I sincerely appreciate your work on this. It will be worth it, all your team's 
hard work. They need to remember "this is business" and we're doing business with some of 
the biggest and most slyly influential players on earth. They'll use legislators, 
mainstream media, radio talk shows, non-profit contributions and charity sponsorships, 
feel-good ads, etc. to spread their message. We have to keep our message simple and 
trustworthy and sensible - and in the end we can have a mutually beneficial relationship 
with industry, as industry knows this also.

(CNN) -- Americans may need passports to board domestic flights or to 
picnic in a national park next year if they live in one of the states 
defying the federal Real ID Act,

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Homeland Security Secretary Michael Chertof f says there are no plans for a 
federal database of drivers' information. 



The act, signed in 2005 as part of an emergency military spending and 
tsunami relief bill, aims to weave driver's licenses and state ID cards 
into a sort of national identification system by May 2008, The law sets 
baseline criteria for how driver's licenses will be issued and what 
information they must contain. 



The Department of Homeland Security insists Real ID is an essential weapon 
in the war on terror, but privacy and civil liberties watchdogs are 
calling the initiative an overly intrusive measure that smacks of Big 
Brother , 



More than half the nation's state legislatures have passed or proposed 
legislation denouncing the plan, and some have penned bills expressly 
forbidding compliance. 



Several states have begun making arrangements for the new requirements -- 
four have passed legislation applauding the measure -- but even they may 
have trouble meeting the act's deadline. 



The cards would be mandatory for all "federal purposes," which include 

boarding an airplane or walking into a federal building, nuclear facility 
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or national park. Homeland Security Secretary Michael Chertoff told the 
National Conference of State Legislatures last week. Citizens (comrades) 
in states that don't comply with the new rules will have to use passports 
for federal purposes . 



"For terrorists, travel documents are like weapons," Chertoff said. "We do 
have a right and an obligation to see that those licenses reflect the 
identity of the person who's presenting it." 



Chertoff said the Real ID program is essential to national security 
because there are presently 8,000 types of identification accepted to 
enter the United States. 



"It is simply unreasonable to expect our border inspectors to be able to 
detect forgeries on documents that range from baptismal certificates from 
small towns in Texas to cards that purport to reflect citizenship 
privileges in a province somewhere in Canada," he said.

Chertoff attended the conference in Boston, Massachusetts, in part to 
allay states* concerns, but he had few concrete answers on funding. 
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The Department of Homeland Security, which estimates state and federal 
costs could reach $23.1 billion over 10 years, is looking for ways to 
lessen the burden on states, he said. On the recent congressional front, 
however, Chertoff could point only to an amendment killed in the Senate 
last month that would've provided $300 million for the program. 



"There's going to be an irreducible expense that falls on you, and that's 
part of the shared responsibility," Chertoff told the state legislators. 



Bill Walsh, senior legal fellow for the Heritage Foundation, a 
Washington- based conservative think tank that supports the Real ID Act, 
said states shouldn't be pushing for more federal dollars because, 
ultimately, that will mean more federal oversight -- and many complaints 
about cost coincide with complaints adDOut the federal government 
overstepping its bounds. 



"They are only being asked to do what they should ^ve already done to 
protect their (comrades) citizens," Walsh said, blaming arcane software 
and policies at state motor vehicle departments for what he called "a 
tremendous trafficking in state driver »s licenses." 



The NCSL is calling Real ID an "unfunded mandate" that could cost states 
up to $14 billion over the next decade, but for which only $40 million has 
been federally approved. The group is demanding Congress pony up $1 
billion for startup costs by year's end or scrap the proposal altogether. 
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Everyone must visit DMV by 2013 



The Real ID Act repealed a provision in the 9/11 Commission Implementation 
Act calling for state and federal officials to examine security standards 
for driver's licenses. 



It called instead for states to begin issuing new federal licenses, 
lasting no longer than eight years, by May 11, 2008, unless they are 
granted an extension. 



It also requires all 245 million license and state ID holders to visit 
their local departments of motor vehicles and apply for a Real ID by 2013 
Applicants must bring a photo ID, birth certificate, proof of Social 
Security number and proof of residence, and states must maintain and 
protect massive databases housing the information. 



NCSL spokesman Bill Wyatt said the requirements are "almost physically 
impossible." States will have to build new facilities, secure those 
facilities and shell out for additional equipment and personnel. 



Those costs are going to fall back on the American taxpayer, he said. It 
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might be in the form of a new transportation, motor vehicle or gasoline 
tax. Or you might find it tacked on to your next state tax bill. In Texas, 
Wyatt said, one official told him that without federal funding, the Lone 
Star State might have to charge its citizens more than $100 for a license. 



"We kind of feel like the way they went about this is backwards," Wyatt 
said, explaining that states would have appreciated more input into the 
process. "Each state has its own iinique challenges and these are best 
addressed at state levels. A one-size-fits-all approach to driver's 
licenses doesn't necessarily work." 



Many states have revolted. The governors of Idaho, Maine, Montana, New 
Hampshire, Oklahoma, South Carolina and Washington have signed bills 
refusing to comply with the act. Six others have passed bills and/or 
resolutions expressing opposition, and 15 have similar legislation pending 



Though the NCSL says most states' opposition stems from the lack of 
fxinding, some states cited other reasons for resisting the initiative. 



New Hampshire passed a House bill opposing the program and calling Real ID 
"contrary and repugnant" to the state and federal constitutions. A 
Colorado House resolution dismissed Real ID by expressing support for the 
war on terror but "not at the expense of essential civil rights and 
liberties of citizens of this country.** 
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Privacy concerns raised 



Colorado and New Hampshire lawmakers are not alone. Groups like the 
American Civil Liberties Union and Electronic Frontier Foundation say the 
IDs and supporting databases -- which Chertoff said would eventually be 
federally interconnected -- will infringe on privacy. 



EFF says on its Web site that the information in the databases will lay 
the groundwork for "a wide range of surveillance activities" by government 
and businesses that "will be able to easily read your private information" 
because of the bar code required on each card. 



The databases will provide a one- stop shop for identity thieves, adds the 
ACLU on its Web site, and the U.S. "surveillance society" and private 
sector will have access to the system "for the routine tracking, 
monitoring and regulation of individuals' movements and activities." 



The civil liberties watchdog diobs the IDs "internal passports" and claims 
it wouldn't be long before office buildings, gas stations, toll booths, 
subways and buses begin accessing the system. 



But Chertoff told legislators last week that DHS has no intention of 
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creating a federal database, and Walsh, of the Heritage Foundation, said 
the ACLU's allegations are disingenuous. 



States will be permitted to share data only when validating someone's 
identity, Walsh said. 



"The federal government wouldn't have any greater access to driver *s 
license information than it does today," Walsh said. 



States have the right to refuse to comply with the program, he said, and 
they also have the right to continue issuing IDs and driver ^s licenses 
that don't meet Real ID requirements. 



But, Walsh said, "any state that's refusing to implement this key 
recommendation hy the 9/11 Commission, and whose state driver's licenses 
are as a result used in another terrorist attack, should be held 
responsible." [Now we are "responsible" for the next terrorist attack? 
But, Government WILL NOT close the Southern border, so all those States 
{above in red) are to blame, notice none of them are on the border] 



State reaction to Real ID has not been all negative. Four states have 

passed bills or resolutions expressing approval for the program, and 13 

states have similar legislation pending (Several states have pending 

pieces of legislation both applauding and opposing Real ID) .

Dear Governor Palin: 



Like many Alaskans, I appreciate the philosophy behind your recent budget cuts. Your 
statement that ^someone needs to be the adult' struck a cord with me, and although I do 
see value in a number of the projects that will not receive state support, I would prefer 
to support a governor who recognizes the value of fiscal constraint than protest those 
items that I favor which were removed from the budget. I support the criteria that you 
applied to the line items in the state budget and I am very satisfied with your well 
considered approach to your role as chief executive officer. 

I am hoping that you will apply the same quality of leadership to the proposed state 
funding of the Gravina Access Project in Ketchikan, I am not in support of the hardlink 
between Ketchikan and Gravina. I think that we could both agree that the project has the 
potential to be a local ^wedge issue' . There are enough nay-sayers to a bridge among 
local conservatives (I am a registered Republican) and others that it will be difficult 
for your administration to garner the kind of support necessary to justify such a 
tremendous expenditure from the state's capital budget. 

In 2002 our community voted in favor of a hardlink between Ketchikan and Gravina. The 
measure passed with a substantial majority. Things have changed. Many locals were in 
support of the bridge based upon the preferred alternative which would leave both the east 
and west channels open to cruise ship passage. The current most likely alternative would 
effectively restrict large ship transit in the east channel. The economic and access 
problems caused by a 60 foot span over the east channel have many locals concerned. 

Your administration is going to be asked to support this alternative and provide money in 
the capital budget to fund it. If you were to apply the same standards that you correctly 
used in your recent line-item vetoes to the Gravina hardlink, I am confident that you will 
find that it comes up lacking. On the other hand, if you act in the manner of a fiscal 
conservative in this matter, you are likely to lose support among a number of local 
conservatives who will argue that since the community passed this measure in 2002 your 
administration should support it. 

I think that you can effectively both eliminate the Gravina hardlink and the argument that 
the community of Ketchikan strongly supports it by asking the borough assembly to put a 
referendum on the October ballot that provides for three choices: 

1. support for the high/low bridge spans 

2. develop and implement a plan to effectively increase ferry access to Gravina 

3. do not increase access to Gravina 

I suspect that you will find a significant erosion of local support for a bridge if the 
community has a viable option to open Gravina without the hardlink that restricts transit 
in the east channel. If the borough is unwilling to place the proposal on the ballot, you 
could reasonably infer that they lack confidence in their position. I cannot imagine that 
your administration is willing to back such an expensive and unnecessary project if its 
advocates cannot muster the necessary public support. Thank you for your time.
